Social Science

Works collected here include masterpieces by David 
Hume, Immanuel Kant, and Jean-Jacques Rousseau, as well as religious sermons and moral 
debates on the issues of the day, such as the slave trade. The Age of Reason saw conflict between 
Protestantism and Catholicism transformed into one between faith and logic -- a debate that 
continues in the twenty-first century. 


Law and Reference 

This collection reveals the history of English common law and Empire law in a vastly changing 
world of British expansion. Dominating the legal field is the Commentaries of the Law of 
England by Sir William Blackstone, which first appeared in 1765. Reference works such as 
almanacs and catalogues continue to educate us by revealing the day-to-day workings of society. 


Fine Arts 

The eighteenth-century fascination with Greek and Roman antiquity followed the systematic 
excavation of the ruins at Pompeii and Herculaneum in southern Italy; and after 1750 a 
neoclassical style dominated all artistic fields. The titles here trace developments in mostly 
English-language works on painting, sculpture, architecture, music, theater, and other disciplines. 


Instructional works on musical instruments, catalogs of art objects, comic operas, and more are 
also included.

Rechard 
Welfp, a young Fellow wno had ferved my Aunt, 
and, after her Death, continued itn the fame Ca 
pacity with me, found the Way to my Heart. 
He was very well made in his Perfon, had a 
handfome, manly Face ; was of a generous, 
open Temper ; fober, vigilant, and gétive in nie 
Bulinefs 5 very regular in his Life, and modeft 
wn bis Behaviour, Ina Word, he was, or appear- 
ed to me, a Man whom any Woman might love 
without having her good Senfe called in Que- 
ftion. My Pride, at firtt, made me endeavour

befsinviting, Tam of Opinion, £ fhali never be 

cured of my Impertinence, tho’ you may, if you 
pleafe, change that Word, and cablir, as it kealiy 
#54 fincere, difinterefted Fondne/s, by making your 
Man your Husband. Iwill be fill your Ser- 
want; and as I have always ftudied your in- 
rereft, 1 feali then ftudy beth that, and your 
Happinefs; your Fafe foall be my confiane 
Care; and you fhabl continue as much Mifire/s 
of what you have, and difpofe of if as you now 
do: for I fhalt never know any Pleafure, bat 
chat of pleafing yous 1 anfwered, Thar if be 
could perfuade me fo believe him, the World 
goupt cenfure me very much to marry my Servant, 
a Man without a Fortune, when I bad enough, 
and was in a Way of Bufinc/s to live eafy. To 
this he anfwered, hat our Happinefs did not 
depend on the Opinion of the World ; for do 
what we will, we cannot pleafe every body 5 
that tt was more reafonable for me to imagine, 
I fhould bo happy with a Man that loved me, 
svén to doaring, and whom I had alfo engaged 
by a Tie of Gratitude, than with one whow I 
married with a View of Intereft. That a great 
many vich People were Strangers to that Erfe 
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and Contest, which they ‘bad Reafon to envy in 
many wuch.beneath (heim ts Fortunes That. 
for Lis Part, Le foould fight the Cenfure of the 
World, were be the Mafter, aud I tke Servant, 
and, conjalting onby Lis own Happene/s, book upon 
what he poffefed, no farther valuable than as 
é: would prove the Sincersty of bis Love, by 
making me Mifire/s of i¢ all. He then threw: 
him'cif on bis Knees, and grafping mine ina 
fort of Extary, he continued ; believe me, my 
dear Mifirefi, I have no View of Intereti 5 4 
Jove sou for yourfel{, not for your Money ; of 
alich T ws) never pretend to be other thane 
juft Steward, would you confent to make me the 
bappieft Man ahve, 1 bid him get up, and as 
#¢ vas lite, leave me togoto Bed, and Tuould 
corfider on what he had faid. He anlwered, 
Zoar {could not expelt he could obey fuch cruck 
Ordirs without fome Confileration. Suffer me 
¢o take one Kifs, that I may flatter myfelf t 
bave reccvered your Favour, and you foall fee 
me ill Ovedtence. Well, well, faid 1, any theng 
to ger rid cf you. On this, he fnatched mein 
bis Arms, kiffed and embraced me with an 
Ardour that almoft took away my Senfes, as well 
asmy Breath, and left my Room: he had put 
me into fuch un Agitati. + and I fetched my 
Breath fo fhort and thick, that when I had a 
hittle recovered myfelt, l trembled at the Rifque 
J had run, and attributed my not being again 
furprized, rather to his Refpeét, which prevent- 
ed the Attempt, than to any Power I fhould 
have had to refit him. This Refic@Qion made 
me refolv. not to admit him any more anto my 
Chamber tlh: had a Right to do what he plea- 
fed, and it would be my Duty not to refit him. 
To be fhort, he conrinued his Solicitations, and 
my ‘slend who had pur him upon them, pre- 
tended to plead on his Behalf; I feemed to 
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ield to the. Strength df ket Reafons, and we 
were marricd in a Weck after the firft Declaraé 
ration.

Whatever I did was well 
done, and he never feemed fo well pleafed, as 
when he had an Opportunity to pleafe me. He 
neither altered his Drefs, nor his manner of Life ; 
while he was Servant he was always tight and 
clean, which, by the Vails he got, befides his 
Wages, he might very well be. When he was 
Matter, he bought neither more Sutes, nor finer 
Cloth ; bis Change of Fortune, made no Change 
in his Temper or Behaviour , he was altogether 
as fearful of giving me the leaft Caufe of Com- 
plaine , was humble to our Cuftomers, and, if 
poffible, more aftive and vigilant in our Bofi- 
nefs. He never forgot himfelf ; and if fome- 
times Gentlemen made lim fet down with them, 
he paid them the fame Deference, and did not 
faucily, like too many Publicans, imagine their 
Condeicenfion fet him upon a Foot with them, 
and gave hima Licenfe to talk and behave im- 
p-rtunently. He was remarkable for his Sobriety, 
which, with his Modefty, good Sente, and en- 
tertuining Wit, endeared him to the beft Compa 
ny that trequented the Houfe, Ina Word, he had 
good Senfe, which he made a proper Ufe of, and 
never would drown We lived happily fous 
Years watbout any intervening Misfortune ; in 
which ‘Lime, I brought him two fine Boys, and 
was big of my third Child, when the fickle 
Goddets, weary of lavifhing me on her Favours, 
turned ber Back upon me, and refolyed to make 
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me fenfible that the deferved the Epithet o| 
variable. 

Alderman Fore, in James.Street, farnilhed 
ws with Beer, and my Husband went one Day 
thither to pay bim Fifty Pounds ; but, to my 
great Surprize, and contrary to Cuftom, he did 
not return all that Day: This gave me fome 
UDneafinefs, which encreafed when it was grown 
entitely dark ; but when the Night advanced, 
and I heard no News ot him, I concluded he muft 
of Necefiity be murderéd, for the fake of the 
Money he had carried out, and grew quite out- 
sagious. I difpatched People every Way to find 
bau, but all their Endeavours were to no man- 
ner of purpofe ; they heard, indeed, that he 
had been at the Alderman’s, and he owned the 
Receipt of the Money, butcould give no Account 
of him ; other than, that a Gentleman was in 
his Company when he paid the fifty Pounds, and 
that they went away together. 1 now concluded 
(tho’ as it proved, very unjuftly) chat the Perfon 
mcnrioned to have been with him, had, upon 
fome private Pique, murdered him, and con~ 
veyed away his Body. 

My Grief for |.is Lofs, for all Search proved 
vain, was equal to the tender Affection I bore 
him, and made mc unfit tu look after my Houfe, 
the Care of which, | trutted toa normnal Friend, 
who I tound toox Care of ber own Intereft to the 
Prejudice of mine ; for, inftead of gaining while 
Slice bad the Management of my Affairs, I ran 
out Moncy. ‘Time baving fomewhat mollified 
my Gnef, and a Twelve-month having eclapfed 
fince my Husband had difappeared, f bought 
Mourning for myfelf and Children, and took 
upon me the Care of the Bufinefs. 

After having given my deas Richard over for 
dead, I was furprized by the Receipt of a Letter 
from him, which was as follows :

In the taterim, 
theWind fprang up fair, the Captain fer fais 
avich what Recruits were on Board, and we bad 
fo quick a Paffage, that we reached Helvoer 
Sluys before I had recovered fromrhe Effetts of 
Liquor. It ts émpoffible for me to patat the 
Defpair I wassa, finding myfrlf rhus divided 
from my dear Wife and Children, banded on @ 
firange Shore, without Money or Friends to 
upport nte. Lraved, tore my Hair, and curft 
my drunken Folly, which bad brought upon me 
this terrible Adssfortune, which I thought én 
wain to remedy by getting a Ship to carry me 
back, but there was ae to be pee ; The En- 
icn, who poffibly did nor intend methis injury, 
Wh ‘all nll: to comfort me, and aduifed me 
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sted Regiment. Aly being deftitute and ue. 
norwn, compelled ue to followkss Advice, tho 
with the greateft Reluctance, and [ now am, 
tho’ much agatnfi my inclenaton, a provate 
Ceatinelin Lori O y's Rezeinent of Foot, 
where l fear Imuft pafs the Rensainder of a 
avretched Life, under the deepel Afisttion for 
my veing deprived of the Cowfort I enjoyed 
whsle bleffed wit 'you and my dear Babes: of 
Providence, in hts Mercy, does not relieve mes 
the Hopes of which, and of once embracing thofe 
alone who engrofs my tenderet Affection, you, 
my deareft Chriftian, and my poor Chstdren, make 
me endeavosr to fupport ny Mesfortune, and 
preferve a Life, which, ~vithout you, would be 
too méferable to be worth the Care of 3 our

This Letter renewed my Grief, and gave new 
Fountains to my Fyes 1 had bewailed him 
dead, and now I lamented him living, looking

In the 
Qetcing me to Bed, my Letter dropp’d, and thei 
Curiofity having taught them the Caufe of my 
diftraéting Trouble, they endeavoured to com. 
fort nfe with the Hopes of recovering my Hus-

A fhort Account, of this Battle may not be dif 
serccpele to my Readers, fince “tis poffible they!

t00 much the Lofs we there. fuftained. 
~The Duke of Luxembourg having invefted: 
Huy the 18h of Fuly, 1695. King William, to 
make z Diverfion, detached the Printe of Wr- 
senberg with twenty Battallions, and forty Squé 
rons; which forced the French Lines in Flanders, 
and put the Country under Contribution. Thi 
Detachment, ‘and anotherjthe King ‘had fent of 
td ‘gover Leige; greatly weakened our Army 
Luxcnboarg, whohad jut carried Huy, laid hol 
6n {6 tavoutable‘an Oportunity, and drawing to 
ether all his Forces, asif he had a Defign upot 
sexe,'on the 28th, about fourin the Afternoor, 
Re ented himfelf before the Allics, who Bey 
enfible that they were much the weaker, ha 
fted themfelves between the Geere and tht 
tookof Landes. The Fatigue of a long March, 
and the Day being fo far fpent, made him de 
fer the Battle to the next Day ; but this Deli 
ave Wslliqze an Opportunity to have fecure 
is Troops, by retiring in the Night t6 Zourleeuw 
bu’ 11 Mujetty rather.choofing to wait the Ene 
m) 
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¥ny, fortified the Front of his, guarded all the 
}Paffes, placed hts Cannon to the'greateft Advan. 
)tage, and in a Word, took all poffible Precautiviy 
‘to pive the Frénch General a warm Receptions - 
Ac four the. next\Morning the Freneh advanced 
in good Order, within Cannon fhor of our Ine 
trenchthents, that they might have Time to raife 
their Battertes : ‘After which, the Battle began 
at the Village of Zaar, with the left Wing af 
our Army, where aternble Slaughter was made. 
The Foot, which were pofted behind the In- 
trenchments, fuffered the Enemy to advance very 
neat to’our Cannon, and then firing upon them, 
coveted the Field with dead Bodies, and fwept 
down whole Battallions, which lay dead in the 
fame Ranks and Order as they advanced. The 
French, notwithitanding made two vigorous 
ira but did not get an Inch of Groont wpon 
s, and their Obftinacy only augmented theit 
Lofs, they gave over on that Side about Eleven 
o’Clock, but it was to begin again with equal 
Violence on our right Wing, whitch was poited 
atthe Villageof Neerlandes. The Enemy here 
met with the fame Reception, and being repul- 
fed, they made fo confiderable a Movement 
backwards, that we thought them quite difpirited 
and fick of the Undertaking ; but they leavin 
fome Troops to kee the main Body ot our lefe 
in Play, marched with the major Part of their 
Forces, and their Cannon, to the Village Zaar, 
to make one more Attack upon our Icft Wing, 
which was both more vigorous and bloody than 
the two preceeding. ‘Whe Allies detended theme 
felves with equal Bravery, “tll borne down by 
Numbers, they were forced to abandon the Vil- 
lage Laar, and the Ground between the En- 
trenchment and the Brook. The Frévch Horfe® 
having by this Advantage an Opportunity to ex- 
tend themfelves, trod under Root all who gay 
their Paffage, and fell upon the Rear of the In- 
fer try, 
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fantry, which defended the Trenches, As tt was 
now impoflible cu drive them oyt of the Polk 
they had.won, King MWsblsans fecing all Efforts 
vajn, ordered the Ketreat to be founded. Some 
few Corps retreated in good Order, and without 
Confufion, which were moltly Dated, bute the 
reft took to flight in fuch Diforder and Precipt- 
tatjon, thatthe Bridge broke down, and the Ene 
my made bloody Havock of us; whole Regt- 
ments threw themfelves into the Geese, to gain 
the oppofite Side, and faxch Numbers were 
drowned, that their Bodics made a Bridge fos 
their fying Compantons,, and faved thens from 
the Furyof the Conquerors. The King, indeed, 
Joft the Bartle with about 16,900 Men, the French 
fay 20,000, Seventy-fix Cannon, and Ninety 
@olours, but he loft norhing in Point of Reputa- 
tion. For Zewss XIV. could not help giving 
him the Praife of a great General and brave 
© Prince, faying, Yar Luxembourg had, indeed, 
artack'¢ like a Prence of Conde 3 but rhat the 
‘Prence af Orange bad made bis Retreat like a 
Marjhat Turenne ; and the Prince of Cost, 19 
a Letter he wrote to his Princefs, faid, That 
Asng William expofiug bimmfelf with fiuch bero- 
ck Bravery as he didin tins Battle, deferved 
the quret Poffefies of a Crown which be wore 
with fo much Glory ; and, indeed, the King 
not only performed the Pagt of a General, but 
ever of 3 fubaltern Olticer, for be alighted no 
Jeis than four Times w lead on the Foat to the 
Attack ; and was at the Head of the Squadron, 
commanded by Lord Galloway, in the hotteft 
art of the Bate 5 he had ewo led Horfes kil- 
led by him, and a Mucker Bal) went ehrough his 
Safh.

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T wastwo Months incapable of Service ; after 
which E joined my Regiment, waich was under 
Cover the remaining Part yf the Summer, and 
at the Approach of Winter was ordered into 
Quarters at Gertruydenberg. 

While I ftaad here the Dykes near the Towne 
were ruined by Worms, anda Village near our 
Quarters wasdtowned. As the repairing the 
damigcd Dykes tequired the utmoft Expedition 
the Pnzisfh Soldiers were commanded to a(fitt 
the Durch, and we were obliged to work Day 
and Night up to out Warfts in Water, ‘all they 
were repaired. Enfign Gardener and 1 ftaying, 
the lait Time we were at Work, fomewhat too 
tong being refulv’d to fee every thing fecure 
ndtrowly eicaped drowning by the Vide coming 
upon us; however, we fupported cach other 
and waded our Hand in Hand, long after the 
others had gone uff. 

The following Summer was {pent in Marches 
and Counter marches to watch the Motion of 
the French. During this peaceful Camptign, 
as we were foraging, the Frescb came uncxpeR- 
edly upon, and took threefcore of us Prifoners, 
itripped us, and by very turefome Marches, cons 
ducted us to St. Gereasn's entay, The firt 
Night the Dureh and Lugh(o were promifcu- 
oully .mprifon’d, but the next Day King Fames's 
Queer caufed the Exgiifh to be feparated, to 
have clean S.caw every Night, while the Durch 
had none, and allowed us Five Farthings a Day 
pet Head, for Vobacco, a whole Pound of Bread 
and a Pint of Wine a Day for cach Man; and, 
urdered our Choaths to be rerurned us. ‘Phe other 
Prifoners had but halfa Pound ot Bread a Day 
Arask Water, and Jay almoft naked, in filehy 
dark Prifons without other Support. The Duke 
‘ot Berwick trequently came to fee that we were 
well uled, and not defrauded of our a 

C 
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He advifed us to take oninthe French Service, 
as feven of the Lnglé/ did : he fpoke to mein 
prreicular; I anfwered, Dhar. J had tak 

en an Oath already to King William, and sf 
there was noCrime in breaking tt,as I was 
fatisfied se was one of the blackeft Dee, 1 could 
not sn Honour break my Engagement, nothing 
6% ny Optaion beeps. nore unvecowing an bouel 
Mgn and @ Soldser, than to blaeak even bss 
Word once given, and to wear a double Face 
He feemed to applaud my Principles, and. only 
added, That sf f bad accepted Condletsons, I 
foould bave been well ufeds but the Chotce de- 
peuded entérely on ise. ; 

Captain Cavengugl, who was my firft Couzen 
and an O#icerin the £venc Troops often came 
to the Prifon, and I wasat firft apprehenfive of 
his knowing me 3 but afterwards had an [nclina- 
tion to difcaver myfcif to him, as I certainly bad 
done, had my Husband been dead, or had I 
found him ; hut my Fear of fuch a Difcovery 
being an Impediment to the Search of my Hus- 
band, got the bettcr of my Inclination. 

In about nine (ars aftcr our Imprifonment, 
Mr. Van Ledan, a Vrumpct, and now livin 
at Chelfea, came to cxchange us againft fome 
French Prifoners, ard we were fet at Liberty 5 
after which it waa « Daty Incumbent on us, we 
went to the Palace to return toher Majefty grate- 
ful Thanks for the good Orfices he had done us 
and, indecd, we were greatly indebted to her 
Charity. She bad a Co: defcenfiou to fee us ; 
fhe tuld me, I was a prei's young Fellow, and 
4 greeved ber much that hl iad mot my Liberty 

goner. 

At our rcturn to the Army, we heard the me- 
lancholly News of the Death of Queen Mary 
on which our Drums and Colours, &%c were 
putin Mourning, and we {oon after drew olf into 
Wanter Quarters, I was in Gorkban, where 

my 
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y Grief my Husband being drowned in the 
opes of finding him, f indulged to the natural 
aicty of my Temper, and lived very merrily, 
n my Frolicks, tokill Time [ made my Ad. 
reff s to a Burgher’s Daughter, who was young 
nd pretty. As [had formerly had a great ma- 
f. Things faid to myfelf, 1 was at no lofé in the 
morous Dialeét ; Ll ran overall the tender Non- 
enfe (which I look upon the Lovers heavy Ca. 
hon, asit does the greateft Execution with raw 
Girls) employed on tuch Attacks 5 I {queezed 
ber Hand, whenever I could get an Opportunity 
fighe{ often, when in her Company ; looked 
foolishly, and practifed upon her all the ridicu~ 
Hous Airs which | have often laughed at, when 
they were ufed as Snares againft myfelf. When 
| afterwards reflected on this unjuft Way of 
Amufement, I heartily repented 1t ; for it had 
an KffeGt I did not with ; the poor Girl grew 
really found of me, and uneafy when I was ab 
fent: for which fhe never failed chiding me if 
it was but for half 2 Daye When 1 was with her, 
fhe always regaled me in the beft manner fhe 
could, and nothing was too good or too dear to 
treat me with, if fle could compafsit; but not. 
withftanding a deciared Paffion for me, E found 
her nicely virtuous ; for when I pretended to 
take an indecent Freedom with her, fhe told me, 
That fhe fappofed ber Lendernefs for me was 
become srkfome, fince I took a Method to change 
st into Hatred. It was true, that fhe did nos 
firuple to own fhe loved me as ber Life, becaufe 
foe thought her Inchnation jufttfiable, as well as 
bawuful ; but then foe loved ber Vertue better 
than foe did ber Lsfe. If Ihad difsonourable 
Defizns upon her, Iwas not the Mawr foe loved, 
foe was miftaken, and had found the Ruffian,

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‘ Town this Rebuff gained my Heart, and tak. 
ing her in my Arms, I told her, That jhe bad 
heightened the Power of ber Charms by her Vi. 
tue; for which I foould hold ker 1 greater 
Effeerm, but coulg nor hove ber better, as foe bad 
already engroftd all my T ndernefs ; and, in. 
deed, I was now fond ot the Girl, though mine, 

ou know, could not go beyond a platonick Love, 
Tn the Court: of this Amour, 3 Serjeant of our 
Regiment, but not of the Company I belonged 
to, fat down betore the Citadel of her Heart, 
ard made regular Approaches, which coft him a 
Number ot Sighs, and a great deal of Time; 
but finding I commanded there, and it was 1m- 
poffible to take it by a regular Siege, he refolved 
to give a defperare Affault, Sword in Hand. One 
Day, th:refore, while I ‘was under Arms, he 
came to her, and, without any previous Indicatt- 
on of his Defign, a fair Opportunity offering, he 
very bravely, and like a Man ct Honour, em.

1 told him, The AGfion, 
felf was fo bale, that it made him unworthy 
"the King’s Cloth, wht. b he wore, and ought 
be a Dyarreb of every Mas in the Regiment, 
set caft a Reflectsou on the whole Corps ; but, 
s Twas principally concerned in this Infule, fo 
was fufficient to chaftize bis Impudence, and 
equtred ¢mmediate Sarésfattion for the Affront.

o Women and Cowards ; Lam not come to a 
ougue Batele, Mr. Serjeant, but to exalt g 
eparvation of Honour.

We hoth drew, ne 
the firit Thruft | made, gave him a flaunt Wound 
in his right Pap, which had well nigh done his 
Bufinefs.

Sughe with that I had purchafed jn Dubisa ) 
before 
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before he could recover his Guard, I gave him 
Thruft inthe right Thigh, about half a Sp 
from the Pope’s Eye ; the next Pafs, be aime 
at my Breaft, but hit my right Arm; tho’ it w 
lietle more than a Prick of a Pin, he being fe 
ble with the Lofs of Blood which flowed ple 
tifully from his Wounds. By this Time fom 
Soldiers on Duty having feen our firft Attack, 
File of Mufqueteers, under the Command of 
Serjeant, came up, tcok us Prifoners, difarme 
both, and fent him dire@ly to the Hofpital, and 
as my Wounds were flight, as I was the Agreffo; 
and befide, a common Soldier, conduéted me 
Prifon, for the Serjeant was thought mortal; 
wounded, and did not recover of a confiderabl 
Time. | fent my Sweetheart an Account o 
what had happened, and where I then was. Sh: 
acquainted her Father with the villainous Av 
tempr which the Serjeant had made upon her 
and let him know, it was her Quarrel which! 
had taken up, was the Caufe of my Confinement, 
The good Burgher mape a proper Reprefentation 
of the Affronr offered his Family, and found 
Means, in fuur Days Time, to procure me 2 Par 
don from King W/itam, an Order to rebeafe ait 
suemediarely , toreturn me iny Sxord, pay wy 
Arrears, and grve ine my difibarge from the 
Regiment ; all which were punctually performed. 
The Minute I was enlarged, | went to thank 
my Deliverer for my Liberty ; fhe, on her Side, 
as gratefully acknowledged my risking my Life 
in revenging the Infult done her. She expreffed 
berfelf with great Tendernefs, and told me, 
That when foe beard of my Imnprifonment, fhe 
heartily repented her having acquarnted me wath 
rhe Serjeants villanous Attempt , blamed her pel 
Sor baving expofed me to fo great a Danger, 
and usfoed fhe bad buried the Aclion in Silence. 
She proceeded, Je bad been prudent in ane, pe 
toe 
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rhe Sake of both ; for you would not have ven- 
rured your Life, and I fhould sot have given the 
til-natured Part of the World any Ground to 
cenfure my Condutt 3 for what Incerpretarinns 
say tt not make of your being agarn in ny 
Canfe?

Thus | got off from this Aniour without Lofs 
of Credit. As T way difcharged from my Regt 
ment, and loath to break into my capital Stoca, 
which would not long maintain me, I entered 
with Lieutepant Keith, in Lord Fobn /layes’s 
Regiment of Diagoons: For my Difcharge from 
my Regiment wasa Favour done me, left the 
Serjeant, by being an Officer, and in FAraur 
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_with his quondam Mafter, might do me fome 
private Injury > It was nor a Difcharge trom the 
Scrvice. 

I went to, and ftaid in, my Lieutensnt’s Quar- 
ters, till the Seafon for Action came cn 3 when 
we were all ordered to the Siege ot Nawaure 

The Army was nuw more numerous than it 
hid been any preceeding Campaign ; the major 
Part were encamped at sei pes and feemed to 
intend an Attack npon the Freach Lines, which 
were in thofe Quarters ; this Feint, and the 
Duke of Wirtemberg’s affauluing Fort Knoque, 
drawing mott of the vesch Forces on that Side, 
King Willzam, with the greateft Expedition, in- 
vefted Namur, which they had no Notton he 
would fit down before. This Motion, however, 
could not be made with Speed enough to prevent 
Marthal Bouffiers from throwing himfelf into 
the Town with feven Regiments, which aug- 
mented the Garrifon to abour Fourteen T houfand 
efiictive Men. This did nor deter thc King from 
profecuting his Defign, leaving only Thirty 
Thoufand Men under the Commuind of Prince 
Vandemont, to obferve the Motion of the French, 
and cover /Janders. The Enemy being well 
informed of this Difpofition of the Army which 
was encamped at Wourergen, refolved to attack 
it in Front and Flank. 

The Prince making a Shew of waiting forthem, 
fent his Baggage toG/enr, entrenched | 1s Camp, 
placed Cannon tn all the Paffes, and taking Ad- 
vantage of the Night to prepare or his Retreat, 
made it in the Sight of the Enemy’s Army, 
which advanced tocut himtopieces The Prince 
had given out fuch good Orders, thar iil the 
Attacks of the French proved fruitlefs, and he 
had the Honoue of making a glorious Retreat, in 
{piphe of the Enemy without fultaining any Lofs. 

his Retreac of Prince Yaudeweont is talked of, 

not 
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not only to the prefent Time, but will be ada 
ted and looked upon as a Matter Stroke in Ages 
fo come. 
_ He foon after gave a new Proof of his Maral 
Skill and Conduét, in defeating the Defign which 
Marfhal Villerey had formed of beficging N-«w- 
* port; but the Marfhal revenged himfelf on 
Dixcmude and Deinfe ; the Governors of which 
plates wanted Courage to defend them, which 
puts me in mind of a Proverb, That é¢ ss better 
ta bave a Lyon at the Head of an Army of 
Sheep, than a Sheep at rhe Head of an Army 
of Lyons. . 

The King opened the Trenches before Nazzur, 
in two different Places, on the 13th of Fuly 
1695, and, without giving himfelf any Pain a- 
bout the Lofs of Dixizwde and Deinfe, he gave 
fo many Affaults to the Town, one on the Neck 
of another, andin every Affault fent fuch a Num. 
ber uf Forces, that they feemed rather {mall Ar- 
mics than Detachments. 

The Town capitulated on the gth of Auguft, 
but the French, to fave the Citadel, bombarded 
Brufels : The Effet this had, was only making 
the Allies redouble their Efforts ac Namur. Ne- 
ver was a more terrible Fire {een ; for no lef than 
Sixty large battering Pieccs, and as many Mortars, 
played inceffantly on the Qut-works, which rofe 
one above another in form ot an Amphitheatre. 
Marlhal Villeroy judging very rightly that the 
Citadel could not hold out long, tho” defended 
by 4 Marfhal of France, and a numerous Garri- 
ton, and finding his bon. bardingof Bru(féls could 
not draw off the King, tefolved to attack him in 
his Lines, to fave the Caftle, af poffible: To 
ip end, ordering feveral Days Provifion fur bis 
Troops, he began his March ina continual Rain, 
and pafling by Gemblours, encamped at Saunter, 
ftretching bis Kight cowards Conroy, and his 
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Lefi or the Side of Graukez. Puc Vauwdemnont, 
with the Army uniter his Coin aani, bad lefe 
Bruffels, before this Motion of the Freach, to’ 
cover the Seige ; and being joincd by fome je~ 
tachments, which had accupted {cveral Potts, 
under the Command of the Duke of 71 rrem bers 
and the Karl of A¢thloue, ne extended his Purces 
behind Avbaigne, ab far as trom St, Deus, to 
Ipigne 

Vhe French finding nim fo ftrangly ertrench- 
ed, that it Wis impracticable to attach » 1, turn. 
el off to the Lett, and, going up to Nehurtgne, 
took Fuft on the Bank of thar River, ac Graa- 
drofiers, between the Villages of -Peruwes and 
Raaelees , which obliged the Allies to advance 
on the other Side as far as Of7# ta difoute the 
Paige. As Velleroy was under a Nece(fity to 


' pifs the River to fuccour the Befieged, he cameé 


vers near to us to reconncitre, and attempted {e- 
veral Tims to pafs, but did not fucceed. On 
thts he called a Coancil of War, and gave all the 
Orficers Liberty tofpeik their Sentiments fieely 
on the Méans nece(ury to be takento fuccour the 
Citadel. They unanimoutly declared the Thing 
inpoffible, and that .t would be rath to attenpe 
it. 

In the Interim, the Ailes detached to sty 
Squadrons, comamanded by Monfieur del Furcr, 
who advanced within Piltol Shor of the Mnemy, 
ro reconnoitre, Thefe were difcovcied by the 
Frinch Scouts, who fellupon theny, and, finding 
they gave Way, fuffered themfelves to be decoy- 
ed into.an Ambuth, where the Fight renewing 
with greater Fury, the AM@failanis were criven 
back towards their Camp, after they had loft a 
hundred and fifty Horfe. Afece this Skirmith, 
the Marfhal {ecing no Likelihood of pitting the 
Alebaigne, or of saan the Citadel, Sse 
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his Camp, and took Poft with his Army between 
-Chateler and Charleroy. 

Before this Retreat of the Marfhal, moft of 
the Fortifications of Namur were demolifhed, 
and the Breaches made, were large-enough for 4 
Battallion to mount in Front ; wherefore Orders 
were given for an Affault, which was begun on 
the 30th of August, after the Batteries had play- 
ed with greater Pury than ever, from the Break 
of Day to One inthe Afternoon, My Lord 
€urs, with Three thoufand Exgh/, was com- 
manded to affault the New Caftle. Count Aivera, 
with two Thoufand Dutch and a Thouland Ba- 
VariaRns, was ordered to attacn on the Side of 
Fort Koehoorn, while Monfieur la Cave fhould 
affault itin Front. At the fame Infant Monfeur 
Schwerin, at the Head of Ewo thoufand Men, 
was to affault the tovered Way beforethe Devil's 
Houfe 5 and, to prevent Sallies, a Colonel, with 
Five hundred Men, was pofted between the 
New-Caftle and Fort Keeloon. The Signal 
being given, thofe Troops marched to the Affaule 
with incredible Intrepidity. Here our brave 
Enghfo were drawn into a fatal Miftake by their 
Courage ; for Three hundred of them mounted 
the Breach of the Nezw-Ca/tke with fuch Impe. 
cuofity, that shey could not be fupported 5 by this 
Ardour we failed in the Attack of that Work. 
The other Affault proved more fuccefsful. We 
carried all the covered Way of the Devil's Houfe, 
and that of Fort Koeboorn. Here we made our 
Lodgments, which being joined, we were Ma- 
fters of ‘Vhree thoufand Yards of covered Way. 

Notwithftanding we loft a Thoufand Men in 
this Affuult, and had as many wounded, the King 
was preparing for a fecond ; but Marfhal Bouffers, 
not thinking it expedient to pive him the ‘l'rou- 
ble, beat the Chamade. Hoftages being ex- 
Shanged, the Articles wereagrced upon, and the

Allies took Poffeffion, on the Evening of the fick 
of September, of Fort Koehoors, fume Works‘on 
that Side, and of the Breach of the New-Cajtle. 

On the fifth the Garrifon, which ftill confifted 
of Five thoufand one hundred and fixty-eight 
Men, marched out at the Breach, with Drums 
beating, Matches lighted, Colours flying, fix 
Pieces of Cannon and two Mortars, thro’ a Line 
of thirty Batrallions of our Troops. 4 

The King of France having not only refufed 
toranfomthe Garrifons of Deinfeand Dixmude, 
but even fent themtoward the Frontiers of Spain; 
King Wiliam, by Way of Reprifal, when Mag- . 
fhal ZoufWers came out at the Head of thd Light | 
Horfe, ordered him to be arrefted and carried 
back into the Town ; where he was told, Thar 
tf he would give his Word that thofe Garrifons 
foould be releafed, he was at Liberty. Uponhis 
Refufal, he was conducted to Maeffrzcht, where - 
he was novly entertained during the Time of 
his Confinement, which was but fhort, for the 
King, his Mafter, permitted him to promife that 
thofe Prifoners fhould be releafed, he was fet at 
Liberty, and conducted by a Detachmeatof Two 
hundred Dragoons to Dixanr. 

After the taking Namur, I went into Winter 
Quarters at Bofi, where a very odd Adventure 
befell me. I went with two of my Comrades ta 
a Houfe of civil Recreation, where they made a 
Bargain for, and retired with, fuch Ware as they 
wanted, and I diverted myfelf with fenerading 
them on the Tongs and Key. A Lady of civil 
Converfation, who was very bis, happened to 
take a Liking to me, and ufed all the comman 
Methods of thofe vireuous Damfels to entice me 5 
but finding they had no Effet, the fwore the 
would rey gc the Slight, which fhe foon after 
did, by fWéaring me the Father of her Child. 
Whether thig was she Effect of her revenge, he 
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her Judgmen’, as I nie a better Figure thang 
any private Dragoon in our Regiment, and {hel 
thought me the beft able to provide for her in herg 
Month, and to take care of her Baftard, 1s whae 
I won’t take upon me to determine ; but 1 wag 
fo furprized, and enraged at the impudent Per 
jury, that | was almoft tempted to difptove her 
effectually, and give her zh to the Law 3° but§ 
on a mature Deliberation, | thought it better tole 
defray the Charge, and keep the Child, whichIf 
did , but it died in a Month, and delivered mot 
from that Expence, tho’it lefr me the Repu-§ 
tation of being a Father, till my Sex was difco-§

As nothing remarkable happened to me fromk 
this Time, to the Signing of the Peace, 1t mayf 
not be ungra'eful to give fome Memoirs of whath 
pafted in the Interim in Flanders, where I con§ 
tinued in the fame Regiment till the Army was} 
disbanded. 

King H4 Ilia arrived in Holland the 19th of 
May 1696, with Defign toopen the Campaign in} 
the Low Cuunrrtes = Vhe Army being thus dit | 
poled, a Partof the Durch Troops were drawn 
together near Y/rlemunt, under the Command} 
of Prince Noffiu-Sarbruck, Veldt Marfhal af} 
the Stats, who, conjointly with the Eleétor of 
Bavaria, was toobferve the French Forces en- 
camped at Flew ts. The other Part of the Durch 
Army, under the Commund of Prince Vaude- | 
mont, was poftcd at efelberg, near Ghent, to 
oppofe Maril 2) Yrtleroy, who, with Part of the 
French Army, had encamped at Deinfe. The 
King joined the Prince of Vaxdemone’s Army in 
the Beginning of Zune, and having takena ge. 
neral revicw onthe 7th, he ordered feveral Forts 
to be raifed an tne Ways to Mariker ue and 
“Ne tp.rr, to cover the Canal on that Side. [n 
the «ncan while, the Troops of Leege and Bran. 
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Bexbourg being arrived at the Camp ot Zirle- 
gout, this Body of the Army marched on the 
Side of Bruféls, ttretching the Right as far as 
Limate, and the Left to Ortenbourg. Kang 
Williaie joined with fome ‘Troops, atrer having 
encamped onthe Plain of Corbats, from the 18h 
of une, tothe yth of Yuly, marched direftly 
towards Noirizont and Genzblours. All thefe 
Motions were both to obferve the French, and to 
havethe Convensences, for a canfiderable Part of 
the Campaign, to fubfift the Army from Srufels. 

All this while Marflal Weroy remained quiet 
in his Camp, near Der /2, between the Siheld 
and the Zys, and, bivirg extended his Left 
along this {mal] River, and his Right towards 
Cruyfocutes, within two Leagues and a Half of 
Oud*narde, he fecured the Forage, and main- 
tained a coufiderible Part of bis ‘Yroops at the 
Expence of the Enemy: So that King Ff ellawe 
finding nothing could be done, he fenr back the 
Geir ntan Teocps commanded by the Landerave 
of Heffe, went to JWeckien, and from theice to

The King of France, whefe Sutjcts were 
miferably harrif—fed, had fome time before made 
Provofitions of cace tothe Alues, of wnom the 
Duke of S 7voy was confiderrbly the Jeut power- 
ful, vet having fo ateat 2 Support, he was the 
molt formidable, becaufe the Lresc/) Provinces 
bordertng on his Country, having ro flrong 
Towns, were expofed to an Invafion, ‘Thismade 
Lewy of Opimon, that he ought, at any Price, 
to clap up a Peace with this Prince , wherefore, 
he covertly offcred to give him Pzexerol , re- 
ftore all the Conquefts he had made upon him 
jn the Courfe of the War, and, to ftrengthen 
their Union, to marry his Grandfon, the Duke 
of Burcundy, to Mary Adelaide, the Duke of 
(avoy’s Daughter, ‘Thefe Offers were fu very 
anvantayeous, 
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advintageous, that they ftapgered the Duke 5 
howcver, the reproachful Shame which mutt ne- 
ceffarsly have beenthe Confequence of his break- 
ing through folemn Engagements, by which he 
had obtained immenfe Sums from the States 
Genera], and other Allies, made him, for fome 
time hold our againft the Temptation : But 
France, always produ€tive of Expedients, foon 
furnifhed him witha plaufible Pretence. She 
acted on the Defenfive only, in Catalonia, Ger- 
many, and the Low Countries, that {he might 
gurn the greater Part of her Forces upon Savoy. 
Onthe rsthof Aday, N.S this fame Year, Mar- 
thal de Catsuae entered Péemont, and pufhing 
forward into Conntry, they came to Rivaito of 
the 2d of Fuse. This Place 1s but two League 
diftant from Yurin. The Duke, upon his Ap- 
pea cut down the Trees, armed all the Pea- 
ants, and drew the Auxiliary Troops out of his 
Garrifons, as if he had defigned to oppofe the 
Enemy. Notwith{tanding all thefe pedien. 
ons for a vioorous Defence, no Hoftilities were 
committed on either Side At length, the pro~ 
claiming a Sufpenfion of Arms for thirty Days, 
difcovered the Ms ftery of this Ina@ivity, which 
caufed the Surprize of every one of the Allies. 
This Trace was twice renewed, and, at length, 
attended by a Treaty of Pcace proclaimed in 
Paris onthe roth of September. At the fame 
‘Time that Lezors the X1Vth was carrying on his 
Intrigue with Savoy, he made advantaseous Of- 
fers to King Wiltaiv and the States ; to which the 
Jatter began to liften, Ina Word, a Congrefs 
was openedcn the othof May, 1697, N.S. at 
Ry fwyk. 

Notwithftanding the Conferences for the Paci- 
fication of Europe were carried on in Holland, 
there was no Sufpenfionof Arms ; for, on the 
roth of May, the French befieged Ath, a Town 
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in Henault. King William being artived from 
England, immediately went to the Army of the 
Allies, we wet€ no lefs than an Hundred Thou. 
fand effective Men, whom he headed, and march- 
ed to St. Oaentia Lennich, were a Body of 
eleven thoufand Germans were ordered to join 
us, tafave Arh, st poflible: But the Befiegers 
were fo well entrenched, and covered by two 
Armies under the Command of Boufflers and 
Villars, that we could not force them, without 
vifible Danger, ard expofing @ru/els to a fecond 
Bombardment.

The Conferences of Ry/wyk ended in Peace, 
which was figned by the Deputies of the States 
in Conjundtion with King Wadham, and by the 
French Plentpotenttaries, on the 20th of “Sep- 
tember. The King of Eagland ratified this 
Peace on the 25th. It was proclaimed in Paris 
the 23d of October, and in Londo on the 28th, 
O. S. 

The King of Exgland having reviewed the 
Army onthe Plainot Bredz, we were disbanded, 
and I fet out for the Brs/}, took my Paffage on 
board a Ship bound for, and arrived fafe in Dub- 
én.

Tho’ none of the Powers had declared War, 
the Hollanders drew togeth:r their Troops near | 
Rofendaal, under the Command of the Barl of 
Athlone ; and the Lmaperbilniy, commanded by 
Prince Naffau Sarbrmb, Goncralulim> of the 
Emperor, reinforced by fome D762 Troops, 
beficged Kerfer/eert.

This Town, which was very ftrangly fortified 
the Germans invefted on the 16th of Apri, 
1702, N.S The Pru/fians took Poft above and 
the Dutch below, the ‘Town, and each of thefe 
Trogps on their refpectiva Sides broko Ground 
on the 18th. Atthe frft Aivice which was 
given Marfhal Bouwfflers of this siege he pafled 
the ‘Maefe, near Stevenfweer i with Defign to 
furprize a Body ot Dutch ‘Sroops under the 
Command of Count Z2//y- But that General 
being informed of the March of the Freach 
fent all his heavy Baggage to Emerick, went to 
and encamped at, Ebver, within a League of 
Cleves, where the Eul of Alrhose joined him 
with the reft of the Army belonging to the 
States General fo that Monfieur 4 uff r’s De- 
fign proved abortive. The Count de Labjard 
proved more fuccefsful in his, which he entered 
upon a few Days after. He took Poft over againft 
Keiferfweert, on the Banks of the Rhine; and 
thus not only kept open a Communication with 
the Town by Water but galled the Befiegers fo 
much with bis Cannon, that they were obliged 
to quit their Works, contract their Quarters and 
begin new Attacks, out of the Keach of his 
Cannon.

We foun1 in the Place above thirty Pieces of 
Cannon, and befide Twenty thoufand Florins in 
Silver, avery canftderable Buoty ; for the Cutt- 
zens had carried thituer their moft valuable Ef- 
fects tor Security, [ gotbut little of the Pluncers 
forthe Grenadiers, who were in the Place, be- 
fore pur Draguons had difmounted, and left theie 
Horfes tothe Care of every tenth Man, which 
we do wnen we fight on Foot, were very in- 
duftricus in their Search 1 got, however, a 
large Silver Chalice, and fome other Pieces of 
Plate, which I afterwards fold tua Datch Jew 
for a third Part of their V ylue.

aod the Durch on the fame Day. 

In Traly Prince Eugene, in O-jober this Year, 
furprized Cremona, got into the Town through 
an AquaduSt, and hadkept Poffeffion, had not 
the Courage of my Countrymen, fo much difpifed 
in England, drivenout the Gerizan 5 who, how- 
ever, carried off Prifoners Marfhal Vtsleroy, 
Monfieurs de Mongon, d’Eprigney, and fome 
other Perfons of Diltinétion. The Honour of 
taking the Marfhal fell alfo to an Irifaman, Cup- 
tain of Horfe in tbe Imperial Service. 

I wasordered into Quarters at Venlo, and a 
Night or two afterwards, was one of thofe com- 
manded by the Governor to efcort the Barl of 
Atarloorough along the Banks of the AZaefe, the 
Troops which brought him from Rwuremond hav- 
ing been difmiffed. During our March, by the 
Darknefs of the Night, we miftook, and going 
up the Country, fell in with a Higfty, where 
was a Sow with five Pigs, one of which I made 
bold with. I was poffeffed of it fome Time, 
when one Taylor, a Corpora), belonging to Brie. 
gadier Panson’s Regiment of Horfe, attempted 
to fpoil me of my Booty ; on which fome Words 
arifing, he drew, and made a ftrohe at my Head, 
which I warding with my Hand, had the Sinew 
of my little Finger cut in two; at the fame 
‘ime, with the Butt end of my Piltol, I ftruck 
outone of his Eyes When we returned to oue 
Quarters, I got the Sinew fewed up. In the 
Intrim, our General wis taken Prifoner by a 
Party of Thirty five Soldicrs ; but got off by 
meuns of a fam Pafss ‘Phe next Diy we heard 
of this Accident, but not of his having efcaped. 
Vhe Garrifon, as the Karl was entirely beloved 
by all che Forces, was preatly alarmed, and the 
Governor of Valo, placing himfelt at our Head, 
marched frat to Guelders, to which place he 

imagined 
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imagined the Earl had been conduéted, threat- 
ning to come to the utmoft Extremities, if he was 
not delivered up. In the mean while, he re. 
ceived certain Advice of our General being in 
Safety ; on which we marched back to our Quar- 
ters, without attempting any Aétion, and foon 
after had the joyful News of the Queen having 
rewarded his Virtues with the Titles of Marquis 
of Blasdford and Duke of Marlborough ; on 
which the rejoicings cuftomary were made, and 
we were regaled at our Bonefires with good Li. 
yor. 

‘ As we lay quiet all the Winter, my Husband, 
whom the Hurry of the War had in a manner 
banifhed, accurred to my Memory, and I made 
what enquiry I could atter him, but in vaing 
wherefore, 1 endeavoured, as I concluded him 
for ever loft, to forget him, as the Melancholy 
Remembrance of him brought upon me, pro- 
fited him nothig, while it confumed me. To 
dothis, I had recourfe to Wine and Company, 
which had the Effect I wifhed, and I {pent the 
Seafon pretty chearfully. 

The Duke of Afarlborough parted from Lovt- 
don in March 1703, N.S. to put himfelf at the 
Head of the Army, and open the Campaign. He 
ftaid fome little Time at the Hague, to be prefent 
at, and gtve his Advice tn the Conferences then 
held ; after which he took upon him the Com- 
mand, and invefted Bors on the 24th of April. 
This ‘Town was the Refidence of the Eletor of 
Cologne, who had received into it a French Gar- 
rifon, for which Reafon we ravaged the Countries 
of Berg, Cologne and Cleves, and waited them 
with pillaging and Contribution. 

We opened the Trenches before Pon, and 
the Fort on the other Side of the R/uue, the 
third of Afay in the Night. Our Fire was fo 
Brisk, and we pufhed on our Attacks with fo 

much 
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much Fury, that the Garrifon in the Fort fet 
Fire to their Barricks, blew up their viagazines, 
and got into the Town fhelrer'd y the S.noke, 
On the rath, the Breach was large enough tor a 
Regiment to mount ata Time: We carried the 
covered Way, made a Lodgment on the ‘sit 
fades, and every thing was ready for a general 
Affiult ; when Monticur d’.flegre hung out a 
white Enfign. “he Capitulation vas tiyned that 
Night, and four iJays after the Gurrifon marched 
out thro’ the Breach, with only fix Pieces of 
Cannon, and were conducted the fl.urteft Way to 
Luxembourg. é 
The Duke having provided for the Security 
of this Place, the greateft Pait of the Troops 
employed again{t 1t marched towards Brabant to 
join the grand Army, wnich Veldt Marfhal Ox- 
averkerke had drawn tugetner at Mafiricht, and 
which obferved the Motions of Marthal Boufflers 
and Villeroy. After this Jun&tion, the Allies 
marched towards the Lincs, the Frenr# had 
thrown up from the Stteld to the Mae/e, near 
Namur, to cover Brabant 
On the other Hand, Baron Spar and Monfieur 
Cochoorn, with a Part of the Army, put great 
Part of Flanders under Contribution. The grand 
Army was defigned to attack the Fregch Lines 
in Brabant, and in Cafe of fucceeding, to, after. 
wards, befiege Antwerp ; andto this End, Ba- 
ron Obdaiz had taken Poft at “kere, pretty near 
that Ciry, with thirteen Battallions and twenty. 
fix Squadrons. The grind Army was marched 
to encamp before the Lincs, between Cour/elle 
and Beringhen, The Diltance between the 
two Armics, and the Feeblenc’s of that come 
manded by the Baron, made Boufers refolve on 
furrounding him, and accordingiy having pliced 
Troops in all the Paffes thro’ which the ‘Durch 
muft neceffarily retreat, with fifty-three Battal- 
lhons, 
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Mons, feventy Compames of Grenadiers, and 
tey rwo Squadrons drawn out of the \e.yhbour- 
#ng Garrifons, on the 29th of Yune in tue Night, 
Be began his March, woich was fo fecret and 
exp ditious, that the Barun, tho’ he had Infor. 
Mation of the Enemy being in Motion, had pot 
B'ime to fend off his heavy Beggape to Bergop- 
boom ; and when he thought of retreating, he 
found himfelf enveloped by the Enemy, who 
Attacked him fo briskly, that his Men were 
Briven from the Pofts they had taken. The Ba- 
on, being gone fome Diftance from the Grofs 
pf his Troops to give Orders, had the Misfortune 
Bo have his Return cut off, and was obliged to 
By to Breda The Fight, which beyan at three 
inthe Afternoon, grew hotter and hotter; the 
Durch taking Courage rom their Detpair, being 
entirely furrounded, and the french being irm- 
Rated at fo ob{tinate a Refiftance, when, on Ae- 
count of their great Superiority, th_y flattered 
nemfelves with an eafy Victory The Battle 
afted till Night, when the Durch Foot beginning 
o want Powder and Ball, with their Bayonets 
xed, attacked and carried the Village of Orte- 
ens took one Petce of Cannon, two Kettle 
Drums, feven Colours, with two Standards, and 
alling the Nighe in-this Village, th.y retreated 
in good Order to Ledlo 

The Battle of Ekeren was very bloody ; but 
the Durch ‘Troops gained more Honour tn at 
than their General, who, +f he did not wane 
Courage, could lay no Claim to Conduct 

[It was now ictolved, in a grand Council of 
War, @nce we could not bring the Enemy toa 
Battle, which had been often, tn vain, offered 
them, to draw together all the Troops difperfed 
nv different Putts, and befiege Huy, it being 
thought too hazardous to attack them an their 
Lines, where they had Uae themfelves.

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When our Army drew near to Huy, the Gaz. 
rifon withdrew into tne Cattle, and we took 
Podefion of the Town. Before L proceed, | 
mult take Notice of one Action, which had like 
to have {lipped my Memory. Montieur de +71) 
leroy, fone little ‘Time betore we opened the 
Trenches before the Town, fpread it abroad, that 
he would give us Battle 5 upon which our Army 
drew up, bache not liking our Countenancts, 
altered his Vind, if before be was in Earnelt, 
and retired into his Lines. Our Lieutenant with 
thirty of our Dragoons, fell in with a Party of 
forty Horfe of the Enemy, bur they took to flight 
at the firft Fire, and we purfued them to the 
Barriers ot their Kutrenchments ;and being there 
ordered to ftand our Ground, we maintained 1, 
in the midftof many {mart Fires, “all we had 
taken a Vicw ot the Enemy's Situation, which 
was the Errand our Regiment and fome othes 
were fent upon 

The Baron de Trogne opened the Trenches 
before Fort Sr. Yofepb on the 17th of fugu, 
NS. and, the next iy, Ground was broke be- 
fore Fort Pecrd. They furrendred on the 29th, 
and Count Stazendor f, taking Poffeffion of the 
Place for the Emperor, we prepared for another 
Stege. Monficur de #ulan, Lieutenant General 
of the Jftucvertan Troops, was, on the 8th of 
Sepreniber, detached with ‘Twenty-four Squadrens 
to invelt Lewbourg, and the rett of the ‘Troops 
defigned for this Sige havine joined him, they 
immediately carrucd Part of the Suburbs, and 
on the 21st took th, lower Town. As the Gar. 
rifon was pretty much {treightened, in what was 
ftillin ther Poflcition, Five Battalhons wore lett 
to blockade and {tarve them to Sutrender ; bur, 
tire! with thistedious Method, on the 26th the 
Beliepers began to batter the Place with Forty 
two Pigces of Cannon fium Four Batteries, and 
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By ith Twenty Mortars. he Fire continued very 
myigorous “tii about the next Diy at Nuon, when 
ee Governor fecing great Part of the Rampart 
RC nolifhed, beat the Chainade, and furrendered 
gPriioners of War. However, all the Ofhcers 
evere hand{omely treated, and nothing taken from 
meheim, or even their Soldiers, Arms excepted. 
p he grand Army did nothing more this Cani. 
mpaign, than cbferve the Enemy, to favour the 
Bi rasdenburebers, who were {at down before 
BGwellre, which they took, after an Obftinate 
Defence, having been battered, after a Blockade 
of the whole Summer, with Fifty one Pieces of 
BCannon, “wenty Culverines, and ‘Twenty Mor- 
tars, which reduced the Town toa heapot Rubs 
ibith, from the 7th of Osfoder to the 17th of De. 
1022007 . 
The Emperor having made Ceffion of hus 
Right tothe Spasify Monaichy, to his elder Son 
the King of the Romans, and he again to the 
Archduke his Brother, who was f_t out to take 
Pofeflion of Spa, the Duke ot Afarlborough 
left the Army, and fet out tor the Flector of a- 
Iatend’s Court, to meet and compliment the new 
King, Charles IL inthe Name of our Queen, 
The Succefs attending the Arinsof the fi cxch 
and the Eleétor of @ :v2,44 19 Go)424N}, alarm 
ing Faghand and Holland, they relolved to feck 
them, even inthe Heart of Germany. ‘To this 
Ind their Forces, about the knd of .7p)sd 1703, 
were af mbled upon the Wr fe, between Venlo 
wd altri ve, wnere we were joined, in the 
Beainning ot Atay, by the Duke of ALertborowgh 
and Veldt Marlhal Oureeskerke. Afrer a Coun- 
clof Warhad been held, the Army was divided 
intu two Corps, one of which, ftrong enough to 
mike Mead againgt the Jrench in the Low Coun- 
thes, was letr under the Command of Monheur 


Ouwerkerke, and the other, commanded by ane 
Uke

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Duke of Azrthorough, patling the Rhine, ¢) 
Mun and the Nekre, by long and trefon 
Miuirches, which grvatly harraffed our Foot, maj 
for the Danube 1 cannot help taking Notice, 
this Place, tho’ it breaks tn upon my Narratiyg 
of the Duke of arlborough’s great Humaniy 
who feeing fome of our Foot drop, through th 
Fatigue of the March, took them tho his ow 
Coach, 
The French following the Example of ty 
Allies, drew 20000 Men out of the Low Count 
tries, who began their March the 18th of AfaJ 
and paffed by Luxembourg co reinforce the Bled 
of Bavaria in Germany, under the Commandg 
Villeroy. But before he came to the end of hi 
March, the Duke of Marlborough had joineg 
the P&ince of Baden at Lurshaufen, which obligf 
ed the Eleétor to withdraw to Delling, a verg 
advantageous Pott, and ttrongly fortified, leaving 
E ghreen of his Regiments, and Bight Squadrong 
with the Count of 4rco, who pofted himfelt of 
the Hill of Schellenberg by Dowawerr, in Eng 
trenchments 19 a manner inacceffable, that he 
might cover Bavaria. The Refolution was, not§ 
withf{tanding, taken to attack him, and to open ® 
Paffage, by forcing his Poft, tu the very Heart olf 
the Electorate. i 
We decamped the 2d of Fuly fiom Onderingen,x 
and advanced to Usermargen, withina Leaguel 
of Dona-vert ; but our Vanguard did not comes 
in Sightuf the Enemy's Entrenchments ‘till the 
Afternoon: However, not to give the Bavarianie 
Time to make themfelves yet ftronger, the Duke 
ordered the Durch General Goor, who command-| 
edthe right Wing, compofed of Fngtih andl 
Durch, with tome Auxiliary Troops, to attack, 
as foon as poffible ; Thus we did not {tay for the 
coming up of the faspertalifis, We began about 
81x o'Clock, and weie twice repulfed with very, 
great 
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great Lofs ; but this did not abate any thing of 
our Courage; our Men, rather animated with 
this Refiftance, gave athird Affaule, at the Time 
the Prince of Haden arrived with the German 
Troops of the right Wing, who artacked on his 
Side The Slaughter, which was very great, had 
Jafted above an Hour, when the Duke of Wir- 
tembery had the good Fortune, with feven Squa 
drons, to enter the Enemy’s Trenches, by the 
covered Way of Dowawert, and fell upon their 
Rear, The Bavartans were now foon routed, 
and acruel Slaughter made of them, and the 
Bridge over the Danube breaking down, a great 
Number were drowned, or taken Prifonerss In 
the fecond Attack I received a Ballin my Hip, 
which ts fo lodged between the Bones, that 1t can 
never be extracted, to this Day the Wound 1s 
open, and has almoft deprived me of the ufe of 
my Leg and Thigh. Captain Young, who, poor 
Gentleman, was foon after killed, dcfired mic to 
get of ; but, upon my Refufal, he oidered two 
of my Conuades to take me up, and they fet me 
at the Foor of a Tice, where I endeavoured to 
animate my Brother Soldt rs, "tll Lhad the Plea- 
fure of feeing them get into the ‘I'renches and 
beat down their Enemies; tho’ it was a deat- 
bought Viétory, as they difputed every Inch of 
Ground, and thewed an uncommor Bravery, 
We loit, of my Acquaintance, Captain Young, 
Captain Douglafs, and Lieuteuant Alalrary, be- 
fide a Number of private Men. 

I was carried tothe Hofpiral new Schellentere, 
and put under the Care of three Surgeons, Mr. 
Wilfon, Mr. Laurence, and Mr. Sea, and nar- 
rowly efcaped being difcovered. Here, while I 
was under Cure, { received my Share of what 
Plunder was made, which the Nuke’s Juftice 
ordeied to be impartially difiibuted among his 


brave fellow Soldiers. Befides the Arms the 
Fugiuves 
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Fugitives threw away, the Allies took Sixteen 
Pyeces of Cannon, Thirteen Standards and Co- 
lours, all the Tcnts, the Baggage and Plate of 
the Count of Arco. Th's General, when he 
foundshis Entrenchmerts entered by the Allies, 
withdrew to Donawert ; butthe Inhabitants not 
opening the Gates fuon enough, he was forced 
to throw himfelf into the Daaube, and had the 
good Fortune to get fafe to Augsbourg When 
the Gites of ‘Donazwerrt were fer open, thofe whe 
kept the Entrenchmentson the Side of the Town, 
ciouded into it, and at firft made a fhew of de- 
fending 1t ; but thar Evening, having received 
Grders from the Elector to burn the ‘Town and 
Provitions, to bl.w up the Amunition, break 
down the Bridges an retreat to dugsbourg, they 
clapped Straw into che Houfes, to which they 
began to fet Fire ; but had not Time to perfect 
their Defign, for fear of their Retreat being cut 
off ; the Allies betng got into the Suburbs, and 
laying Bridges over the River, which compelled 
themto withdraw at Four o’Clock inthe Morning, 
and gave the Burghers an Opportunity to fave the 
Town, The Allies entered it, and thercin found 
Three Pieces of Cannon, ‘Twelve Pontons of 
Copper, Twenty-thouland Weieht of Powder, 
Taree thoufind Sacks of Flower, Quantities of 
Oars, and other Provifions Thefe were the 
Fruirs of our Victory, which, however, we pur- 
chifed by ene Lofsof Three thouland brave Fel- 
lows killed and wounded, and, among feverzl 
other general Othcers of DiftinQion, General 
Goor received a Musker Ball in his Kye, and in- 
ftandy expired in the Arms of Montieur Avor- 
fazue, who tante his Atiltance. The Duke of 
FT une urge Bevern was mortally wounded, and 

died betore the Pigut was overs 
The Alhieshiving Gareifoned Dova wert, made 
them{elvcs Mufters of Aas, by Compofirion, 
: and 
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and carried the little Town of cha Sword in 
Hand, where they put 500 of the Garrifon to 
Death, and took the reit Prifoners. They had 
now nothing to prevent their piercing into the 
Center of #avarta, where they were fo greatly 
alarmed, that the Inhabitants of Lechau/en, 
Sirotthngen, and Fytredlergen, hearing of the 
Defeat at Schellenberg, quitted their Houfes, 
and even the Bledtrefs of 4auaria did not think 
herfeif in Safety at AZuach, tho’ fhe had Eighe 
thoufand Men of regular ‘Troops ; but defired 
the Arch-bifhop of Sa/r2burgh to give her Shel- 
ter. Her Pear was not groundlefs ; for, after the 
taking Rara and Atcha, the Allies fent Parties 
on every Hand to ravage the Country, who pil- 
Jaged above Fifty Villages, burnt the Woufes of 
Peafints and Gentiemcn, and forced the Innabs- 
tants, with what few Cattle had cicaped the in- 
fauuable Enemy, to fe’ k Refuge in the Woods. 

The LleSor, who, afte: the Detear of his 
Troops near Donanert, expected to fee his 
Country laid Watte, held a Council of War in 
the open Field, compofed of his Generals and 
moft experienced Oshcers ; wherein it was re- 
folved immediately to abandon the Camp of 
Lewingen, tho’ very advintageous, and extreme- 
ly well fortified, and to,reiforce the Aimy as 
much as poffible. 

In Confequence of this Refolution, they drew 
out the Bavarian Garrifuns of Hochfier, Dal 
Jingen, Lacemgen, Meubourg, and of feveral 
litthe Tewns , after which, their Army encamp- 
ed under he Wallsof Anuzsburey, whither tocy 
had before dent immenfe Sums under a itrong 
Kitcorte, raved by the Plunder and Contubuttons 
of the preceding Yeat. The Elector Iydyed in 
the Convent of St. U/in, and compelling the 
Burphers to work Day and Night on the Bntrench- 
ments of his Camp, he furrounded at with a

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Ditch Fitty Feet wide, and proportionably deep, 
that he might, in greater Security, wait the 
Succours Marfhal £adiard was leading to bim, | 

The Event proved, that the KJector was'in 
the Right to depend on Succour from France ; 
for the two Marlhals, Villeroy ind Labiard, or. 
dered their March {0 as to arrive it clugsourgh in 
the Beginning of Auguf? The Prince Fugene, 
of Savoy, who had hitherto watched them, now 
joined the grand Army, part of which formed 
the Siege of Ingolftadt, und.r the Command of 
the Prince of Baden. The Enemy were, by this 
Siege, drawn out of their Entr:nchments, and 
having potted themfelves at Hochffer, the Allics 
refolved to decamp trom Lrhaksoves, and go 
thytber to attack them, tho’ their Right was pro- 
tected by the Danube, and their Left by the 
Wood of Lurtsingen, and their Fronts vy two 
Rivulets and a Morafs, which 1ntirely fheltered 
them. 

Ac fix o’Clock in the Morning, on the rth of 
Auguft 1704, we came in Sight of the Enemy, 
and about cleven were drawn up in Order of 
Battle ; we then threw five Bridges, made of 
Fafcines and ‘Vin Pontons, over the Rivulet be. 
fore the Faces of the knemy, pofted behind tt, 
and at two, the Signal was piven to attack. 

Every one has read an Account of this Battle, 
which was as memorable as that of Crery, or 
Agencourt ; wherefore it 1s needlefs for me to 
trouble my Readers with a Detail of ar. I fhall 
only take Notice of one Thing, in Honour to 
that great and glorious snl Captain, the 
Duke of Marlborough, which 1s, ‘Chae after 
Part of the Horfe of the left Wing ot our Army 
had paffed with a good deal of Jitficulty the 
Ruvuler, the reft endeavouring alfo co pats at, 
were twice repulfed, which the luke {eeing 
led them on himfelt for the third ‘ime, and 

making 
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aking the Enemy give Ground, their mai? 
ody was defeated, and their Right, which op. 
fed the Duke, and was of ‘Fresch Trdops,'was 
riven to the Bunks of the Dazube, and fepera- 
d from the reft of the Army’; while the’ Siz. 
aréanstwice repulfed our right Wing, where 
rince Eugeve commanded, and had driven him 
Hundred ani Fifty Feet beyond his firft Poff, 
hich wade the Duke, who had now his Hands 
t Liberty, fend a Detachment to attack the 
nemy inthe Rear, and affift the Prince 5 but 
efore thefe Orders could be put in Execution, 
¢ had made a fourth Attack upon, and put to 
light the Bzvarians in the right Wing. 

After the Lofs of this Battle, the Elector of 
Bavaria drew his Garrifou out of Augsbourg, 
and the Magiftratesimmediately fent Advice’ of 
it tothe Prince and Duke, requiring their Pro- 
tection, which was readily granted. 

After the Vitory of Hocbftet, the Allies did 
not think proper to pufh on the Siege of Ingob- 
flade ; wheretore, leaving fome Forces to keep 
rr invelted, the relt marched to reinforce the grand 
Army, commanded by Prince Eugene. The 
Englifo and Durch, under the Command of the 
Duke of Marlborough, on the 22d of Auguft, 
N.S. appeared before Vl, where the Enemy's, 
intheir Flight, had left a {trong Garrifon under 
the Command of General Berrendorf, both to 
favour their Retreat, and to cut out fome Work 
forthe Allies in thofe Parts. The Day of our 
Arrival before this Town, the Duke ordered the 
Governor to be fummoned ; who anfwering, 
That he would defend the Town tothe laft Ex- 
tremstty, a Council of War was held’, anJ, ace 
cording to the Refolutions therein taken, the 
Army divided ; Prince E:ugene and the Duke 
marched withthe major Part, 4H diffarent Routes, 
tawards the Rhine, and the reft, which were J7- 
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gerial Troo F continued in Suabia, tinder the 
Camara General Thungen, to take in Ulin, 
and other Towns in the Poffeffion of the Enemy, 
and to entirely fubdue the whole Country ; which 


he did. 


_ After the Redution of Vim, which capituls 
ted as foon as the Batteries of the Befieged wer, 
ready, notwithftanding the refolute Anfwer fem 
to the Duke s Summons, the Baron de Zhunger 
joined the grand Army under the Duke of Mari. 
borough, which covered the Siege of Landaa, 
invefted the 13th of September. The King of 
the Romans, defirous to be at the Seige, fet out 
eleven Days before from Véesna, of which, Ad. 
vice being come, Prince Eugese and the Duke 
fet out to receive him between Pihslipsbourg and 
Landau, and conducted him through the Army, 
under Arms, to hts Quarters at [}be/herz. 

This Town, and all others, in which the E 
‘cGor had Garrifons, were evacuated by Treaty ; 
he himfelf entirely ttripped of his Country ; his 
Ele@rice and Children made Prifoners ; his 
SubjeQs difarmed, and obliged to take an Oath 
of Allepiance to the Emperor : Five bogie 
Men, garrifoned in his Metropolis, and ¢t 
Eftates of fuch of his Subjeéts as had followed 
his Fortunes, were confifcated. InaWord, @a- 
Daria was treated as a conquered Country, and 
the Count Leuwenftein-lVorthem, was made Go- 
vernor of it. 

I have already faid, we miferably plundered 
the poor Inhabitants of this Electorate; 1 had 
Jeft the Hofpital time enough to contribute to 
their Mifery, and to have a fhare inthe Plunder. 
We fpared nothing, killing, burning, or other- 
wife deftroying whatever we we carry off, 
The Bells of the Churches we broke to Pieces, 
that we might bring them away with us. I filled 
swo Bed Ticks, aftcr having thrown out the Fea- 

thers,

hers, with Bell Metal, Men’s and Women’s 
loaths, fame Velvets, and about a Hundred 
utch Caps, which f had plundered from a Shops 
all which, I fold by the are toa Few, wha 
followed the Army to purchafgour Pillage, for 
Four Piftoles ; befide the above things, as 1 was 
not idle, I got feveral Pieces of Plate, as Spoons, 
Mugs, Cups, &c. all which the faid confcigna 
ble Merchant had at his own Price. i} 
I might have mentioned this more properly be. 
fore, but I did notthink what regarded me, in 
articular, of Confequence enough to break the 
hread of my Narration: And the fame Reafon 
prevails on me to go back to the Siege of Landau, 
under the command of the King of the Romans, 
which, after a vigorous Defence, furrendered on 
the 22d of November. It wasinvefted, as I have 
faid, the 13th of September. I now come to m 
own Hiftory. After the Battle of Hoch/fter, in 
which I recetved no Hurt, tho’ often in the Hot- 
teft of the Fire, I was one of thofe detached to 
Guard the Prifoners ; and furely, of all I ever 
faw, none were more miferable, fome having no 
Shirts, fome without Shoes or Stockings, and. 
others naked as fromthe Womb. In this wretche 
ed condition we marched them to the Plain of 
Breda, where we halted to refrefh ; cach Man, 
Prifoners and all, being allowed a Pint of Beer 
and a Pennyworth of Bread and Cheefe. Durin 
our Halt here, I was amufed with two very dif- 
ferent Scenes by the Women, fome of which be- 
wailed the Lofs of their Husbands, or Lovers, 
who fell in the two memorable Battles of Schel- 
leaberg and Hochflet ; and others congratulating 
and carefling their Spoufes and Sweethearts who 
had efcaped the Danger. Among the Jatter, I 
obferved a Woman, witha vifible Joy in her 
Face, make up toa Man, whom, by his fide Face, 


I fancied I had known ; 1 drew near to the pal 
Cs 
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ie where my Horfe was tied, and lookin 
hrough at the Inftant he turned to embrace he 
had a full View of, and perfe&tly knew him, ¢f 
my unfpeakable grief, to be my perfideous Hu: 
band, on whofe “Account I had experienced fi 
much Fatigue, fuch Mifery, and had fo often 
hazarded my Life. The feeing him carefs th 
Dutch Woman, for fuch fhe appeared to be, and 
really was, ,raifed in me fo great an Indignation, 
that | was refolved tobanifh every tenderT hough: 
which might plead in his Favour, and wipe th 
Idea of him out of my Memory = Thus refolved, 
T turned my back upon them, and had no fooner 
done 1t, but I begin to think his Infidelity rather 
a Misfortune to me than a Fault 1n him, as he 
had never received any News, or Anfwer, to hu 
Letrers, of which he mentioned twelve in the 
only one I received. 

I was fo divided between Rage and Love, 
Refentment and Compaffion, that the Ag. 
tation of my Mind had fucha vifible Effect on 
my Body, and was fo difcernable tn my Counte- 
nance, that my Comrade asked me, What tt was 
that troubled me, thit F changed Colour, and 
trembled as Ided allover mc. I hada Pot of 
Beer in my Hand, and had not Power to utter 
more than, Zake the Peer, I can bold st 0 
Jonger. After fome little Time, E recovered 
my Spirits, and anfwered, That I fawmy Bro- 
ther, Richard Welfh (1 had often declared I had 
fuch a Brotherinthe Army, of whom I could 
hearno News) ftanidsng in the forenoft Rank of 
Lord Oikney’s Regiment of Foot, and rhat f 
bad not feen bem of twelve Years before ; this 
Judden and une petted Sighwof a loft Brother, 
occafion'd tle D.forder tn me he had remarked 
T chen pointed bim out, and begged my Com- 
rade to ftep and ask him, Jf bis Name was not 
Richard Welfh, and when be had beard Hed 
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bis Wife and Children? Ne readily complied 
with my Requeft, and,' as'l could not take my 
Eye off him, I faw my Comrade accoft him, 
and immediately return with this. Anfwer, Z sat 
as he seas the firft Manupon Command, 1 might 
{peak to kim onthe Matn Guard: Hardly 
had he deliver’d thefe few .Words, when the 
Drums and V'rumpets gave us Notice to march 
for Breda, from whence we were diftant about a 
League, tho’ it appeared to me ten times as Jong, 
fo uneafy was J, ‘and fo anxious to fpeak to him; 
and hear what he could fay 1n his Vindication. 

On our arrival at Breda, we were obliged to 
houfe our Prifoners, whofe Number was {fo preat, 
that it compelled us to making Prifons of Work- 
houfes, and even of thofe of private People. 
After my Duty was performed, I went in fearch 
of my Husband to the main Guard, where I 
learned, that he was ata publick Houfe behind 
it. Taimmediately followed him thither, and 
paffing through the outward room tothe Kitchin, 
Yaw him there, drinking with the Durch Wo: 
man, 

I took’no Notice of him, but going upto the 
Landlady, defired to be {hewn a private Room ; 
fhe accordingly went before me into one back- 
wards, and bringing me a Pint of Beer, which I 
had called for, left me to my own melancholy 
Thoughts. I fat me down, laid my Elbow on 
the Table, and leaning my Heid on my Hand, 

egan to refle€t on my former happy Situation 
after the Death of my Aunt, and ot the Mis- 
furtunes which attended my Love for a Man who 
no longer thought of mc, tho’ obliged by the 
ftrongeft Ties of Gratitude. -———— Bur, fard I, 
have I done more than my Duty ; 63 be not my 
Flusband’ Nay, did he not, till an unforeseen 
Misfortune tore him frout me, treat me with 
rhe greareft Tendernefs ? Had L once Reafon to

another Woman! How have d deferved rhis 
Treatment > What Fault of mene, of ner ay 
over Fondnefs, could make youcruelly defer? ime 
and sour Children, anc rarher de/perately rake 
up witha Lifeof inceffant roland Penury, thas 
continue longer with a life whom you drove to 
the utmoft Defparr, by the reafonable Belief of 
your betne murdered ; as tt was supoffible for 
me to think you could make me fo barbarous and 
ungrateful a Return for my Lenderne/s.

of their Forces and fend them the fame Way to 
oppofe the Allies ; but they were too well inform. 
ed of the Negle€t of what had been apreed up- 
on; were fatisfied the Duke would lofe a great 
deal of Time in waiting for the Germans, and 
were therefore determined to take Advantage of 
their Delay,and undertake an importantEs peditl- 
ononthe Afaes. The Durch Army, not being 
{trong enough to keep the Field, was entrenched 
under the Cannon of AMafirichr. The French 
quitcing their Lancs on the 27th of May, enenerS 
¢ 
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ed at Vegincourt, and at Val- Notre Dame, and 
having fenta Detachmentover the Aide, they 
thenext Day, invefted Huy. The Town, which 
was fhe tae hr immediately furrendered, upon 
Condition, that che Burghers fiould keep thete 
Privileges , that the Garrifon ftrould have Li- 
berty to retire intothe Caft'e, and that the Freacb 
fhould rfot fire from the Town on the Caftle, 
nor the others, from the Caftle upon the Town, 
On the ;cth at Night the Trenckes were opened 
before Fort ‘P.caid, which was carried on the 
third Affault, wath al] its Ourcworks. They, 
immediately after the Reduction of this Fort, 
with all poflible Expedition, raifed new Batt - 
riesagainit the orhers, and made fuch a terrible 
Fire with Thirty Pieces of Cannon and Twenty 
Mortars, that Croaf?rom, who was Governor, 
was obliged to furrender Prifuner of War on the 
roth of Fauve. 

‘Lhe Freach taking Huy, and liying Siege to the 
Citadel of Zsege, together web the Wantcf Ma. 
gazineson the Alo/efle, by which Neglect the 
Duke’s Army began tofuffer, and the iflance 
the Germans wete of, rendering it impoffible 
co join hin: Time enough to undertake any thing 
confiderable on that Side, ubhieed the Duke to 
quitthe Vo/elle = His Grace wis ro fooner arrt- 
ved in the Neighbourhood of Mati wkr, but 
the French abandoncd the City of Lege, raifed 
the Siege of the Caridel, and withdiew, as afu- 
al, into their Lines The Army being now unt. 
ted, took the Field, andina few Days retook 
Hay , ang by the Advice of bis Grace the Duke 
ut Marlborough, rcfolved to attack the Enemy’s 
Lines, by the Shelter of whicn they had avoid- 
eda Battle. ‘To this und we decamped on the 
7th of Faly, and marcued drut to their Lines, 
toattach them arore and the fime Time at Heels 
Mer, wears the Vijlaec and Cattle of 7 ave, and

fhe Vanguard being at Bicak of Day, arrived at 
Fahe Place of Rende. vous, Covac Noyel/zs imme- 
Seiately affaulted tne Caftle of ¢+ tug, which, 
pafter a fmall \efence, he carried, and entering 
be Lines with the Runaways, icizea on the 
Rpartiers, and drew upin Order cf Battle. 

& Three Battalions, with the Rapidity, poff: fled 
@hemfelves ot the Village and Bridge o* Heslé- 
Bernz, within a Quarter of a League of Jr itug, 
band took Poft within the Lines. Laieutenante 
Mceneral Schulz, with as great Facility, made 
Puimfelf Maitcr of the Villages of Overbe/pes 
tand Nederhe/pes ; by which our Horfe and Dra- 
fpoons having Openings to ent.r the Lines, his 
Grice led us on, and formed us to make Head 
moain(t the Hnemy ; their-Corps neareft to the 
Places of Attack wera in Motion at the firft A- 
flarm, and about fifty Squadrens and Twenty 
(Battalions, advanced to difpute the hollow Way. 
Our Horfe, fuftained by fome of the Foot, made 
jour Way ; and the Duke, at our Head, charged 
the French Horfe, fo briskly, that he broke, en- 
ttrely routed them, and ‘nade bimfelf Matter o 
Eight Pieccs of Cannon. ‘The reft of the French 
who were advancing to fupport the foremoft Corps 
feeing their Horfe take to flight, thought it no 
Shame to follow their Example. The glorious 
Succefs of this Attack of the Frea’) Lines, the 
Honour of which, as it was juft, every one attri- 
buted to the Duke of Alarlboonzh’s Advice, 
Conduét and Intrepidity, was followed by the 
tiking of ‘Zirlentonr, where a Freas) Battalion 
wasmide Prifoners The Frese) Army, which 
was obliged to retreat, fome iowards Naniur, 
and others towards ouvt, found means to 
unite and entrench themlelves behind the Oyle. 
The Duke would have atricked them here, but 
being oppofed by the Danlh, wehal a Three 
No. 6. if Days 
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Days March for nothing, which the Duke refent 
ed fo much, that the Srates, to give his Grac 
Satisfaétion, removed General Schlangenbury 
who made the Oppofition. After we had con 
tinued fome time in View of the Enemy, nea 
the Abbies of Ulserbeck and Park, on the zoth 
of Auguft, the Duke marched to Leuwe, whict 
was invefted the fame Day by Fifteen Battalions, 
and the fame Number of Squadrons, notwith 
ftanding its Situation 1s inthe Middle of a Moras 
Lieutenant-General Dede, who commanded 
this Body of Troops, having, on the fecond of 
September, poflefled himfelf of an advanced 
Redoubt which was raifed on the Avenue to 
the Town, between Nine and Ten that Night 
opened the Trenches onthe Side of the Gate ai 
St. Zron, palhed on his Works within Two hun 
dred Yards of the covered Way, and the Bate 
ries being foon ready to play, the Baron dy 
Mont, who commanded in the Place ofered to 
march our, 1f all military Honours were allowed 
him, Jhis being rejected, he and his Garrifon 
were compelled to yield themfelves Prifoners on 
the sth of the fame Month, 

Our Army having levelled the Fyeuch Lines, 
broken the Sluces, and demolilhed the Outworks 
of Lerlewzont, to prevent the Eneny from keep 
ing Garrifon init in the Winter, we marched w 
Herenthals, and his Grace made a ‘Tour to the 
Hague OnhisReturn to the Army, we be 
fieged Sanduliet, ‘The Trenches were opened 
on the 26th of Oober, and the Garrifon, wn 
Three Duiys, forced to furrender Prifoneis ot 
War, The taking of this Town putting an Hind 
to the Operations of this Campaign, his Grace 
the Duke of sWaslborongh went to l’iensa, and 
w.s received with the highelt Marks of Dittindt- 
on.

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my. The French, who were advanced as far 
as Raieles, {eeing us contrary to their Expecta. 
tions, on our March, were terribly embarraffed, 
and imagin’d they had receiv'd falfe Intelligence : 
However their was no avoiding a Battle. We 
began on the 23d about two in the Afternoon. 
The Left of our Army, which attacked the right 
Wing of the Enemy met with a ftout Refiftance 
before they could break them ; which however 
at length did, and put them toflight, while we 
were not lefs fuccefsful in the right Wing. Ina 
Word, the Enemy was every where intirely 
routed, and never Victory was more compleat. 
They retired fometo Lovain, others to Wavere 
and the reft to fudaigne. We took a great Num- 
ber of them Prifoners inthe Purfuit, many Co- 
Jours and Standards, Artillery and Ammunition, 
Tin Pontonsand Baggage I efcaped unhurt, 
tho’ in the hotteft of the Battle, ’till the Preach 
were entirely defeated ; when, an unlucky Shell 
from a Steeple, on which before the Bartle, they 
had planted fome Mortars, and Cannon, which 
played all the Time of the Engagement, ftruck 
the back Pert of my Head, and fractured my 
Shull. I was carried to Aeldre, or Aleldret, a 
fmall Town in the Quarter of Lousin, Two 
Leagues Sout Eaft from that Univerfity, and 
Five Leagues Norr/ Heft from Ramelses, upon 
a finall Brook which wafhes Zerlemont. I was 
here trapaned, and great Carc taken-of me, but 
] dtd not recover in Iefs than Ten Weeks. 
Though I {uffered great Torture by this Wound 
yet the Difcovery it caufed of my Sex, in fixing 
of my Dreffing, by which the Surgeons faw my 
Brealts, and, by the Largencfs of my Nipples, 
concluded I had given Suck, was a Difcovery,

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it, and did me the Honour to fay, He had always 
looked upon meas the prettyeft Fellow and the 
beft Man ne had.

I being thus equipped, waited on my Lord , the

My Lord faid, Me “oped I vould not continue 
my Cruelty toiy Husband, thar ( could no long.

Accordingly all our Orficers were inviied, and 
we were with great Solemnity, wedded and bed- 
ded; the Sack Poffet eaten and the Stocken 
thrown. After this Ceremony every one, at tak- 
ing Leave, would kifs the Bride, and lett mea 
Piece of Gold, fome Four or Five, to put me in 
a Way of Life.

: Our viétorious Army having refted the Night 
which followed the Battle, briskly purfued the 
Enemy the next Morning ; drew near to udorgue 
and croffed the Dy/e on the 25th near Lovarn. 
This large City being abindoned, fubmitted ; 
we took Poffeffion uf all the great Stores of all 
Sorts of Provifions, which T have already faid 
the Enemy had there lain up, and placed a Gar- 
rifon init. From hence our Army marched on 
to Brugels ; from which the Ele@tor of Bavaria 
and his Court had retired atrer the laft Battle, 1n 
which he fhared no Lawrels with the Marfhal, 
as he had hoped: Wherefore, the Town being 
fummoned by a Letter from the Duke of Afari 
borough, and the Deputies of the States opened 
her Gates and fubmitted to King Charles, Ma- 
bines, or Meckitn followed this Fxample, as did 
ae fituated on Ner/e, and ftrongly fortifi- 
ed. 

The EleStor of Bavaria, whohad no fettled 
Place, fince his and the Marflial’s Defeat, feem- 
ed determined to ftand the Alltes behind the 
Scheld, near Ghent, with the Troops he had 
faved ; butthey did not give him Tiwe to en- 
trench himfelf: fur they encamped from Grazz- 
bergen on the 3cth, pafled by Alc/?, and be- 
ing advanced as far as Afeerbeek, they heard 
that the Inemy had abandoned the Lines in 
Landers, and retired behind their old Lines, 
near Afisenand Courtray.

That the Fruit of fuch a fuccefsful Opening 
of a Campaign might not be, loft, the Duke of 
Murboprough wentto the Ffague, to confult the 
States General and to the Camp the 13th of Fuze 
when he immediately invelted Ojtend by Land, 
while Admiral Fairborn block’d it up by Ses 
with Nine Men.of War and Four Bomb Ketches. 
We could not enurely enclofe the Town, with- 
out taking Fort de ‘Peafendaal, railed on the

# but could not prevent their continuing their 
® March : wherefore on advice of the Lofs of three 
@ Places, they marched with all {peed towards 
B Oxdenarde to meet with the Enemy, between 
m the Scheld and the Lys, on their Returnto the 
@ Frontiers of France and force them to a Battle. 
8 Tothis End Monfieur Ranstzau and General 
B Cadogan were detached to fecure the Pafs of 
a Leffines, whilethe Army bent its march the 
S fame Way. On the ith about Noon, thefe 
a Officers difcovered the Fresch Army entrepch’d 
§ below Oudenarde ona Ground encumber’d with 
a Hedges and Bufhes. They immediately gave 
B Notice of 1¢ to the Grand Army, and had Or- 
Aiders fent back to attack them without a Minutes 
aIime. They accordingly charged them at the 
Village whence they drove them with great 
gSlaughter. The reft of the Army, having pafs'd 
athe Scheid, formed them as they advanced , and 
began the Right about Four o’Clock with a great 
ideal of Refolution, but the Foot only engaged, 
ithe Hedges.and hallow Ways hindering the Horfe 
yany Share in the Actions The Fresch were 
idriven from Hedge to Hedge, and every where 
trodden under Foot ; however they behaved 
very gallantly; .and difputed every Inch, of 
Ground till beang taken in the Rear by eighteen 
Battallions ahd fome Herfe, they began to lofe 
(Courage, quitted the Field where they left a 
great Number of their Dead, taking. Advantage 
of the Darknefé of the Night, fled in great dif- 
order and fhelter’d themfelves under the Can- 

non of Ghent. We could not have obtained a 

more complete Viétory. We foon after moved 

to Courtray; there Colonel Cholmonley’s Men, 

who Jay without the Town, near the Palifades 

were drawn up to be reviewed by their ,Oficers 


while L was going into the Town to purchafe 
O Provifione 
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Provifions for my Tent. The Colonel, who 
wasof a gay, lively Temper, and pretty much 
of what we call the Wag, fecing me go into thi 
Town, waited for my coming out, that he migh 
divert himfelf by teazing me, which he did noi 
a litle delight in. 1 carried my Provision 
on a Mare ; the Col. hada {mall black Ston 
Horfe, which when he faw me returning, he 
turn’d loofe, and the Horfe like a Brute as he 
was beganto be very rude with my poor Beaf 
and in his rough Courtfhip broke me four Boule 
of Wine. I was fo irritated at this, that having 
driven away his unmannerly Tie, § purfued?the 
Col. with Stones, but he auded my Anger by 
his Flight and told the Officers, that bis Stont 
Horfe bad had.an Anour with Kir Welch, Some 
time after this 1 was upon my Mare, in a Drefi 
convenient for Vocation, Mr. Afontgonery Cap. 
tain of the Grenadiers in Lord Orkeney’s Reg. 
ment began to ricidule my Habit, and make 1 
Jeft of my poor Beaft. I offer'd to run her 
againft his Horfe for a Piftole and we would 
both ride. Brigadier Godfrey who was by, 
Jaid another Piltole on my Side, We both went 
to the Place chafen to run upon, and ftarting 4! 
the beat of Dram, placed to give the Signal, he 
fuffer'd me to keep pace with him fome time, 
but finding he was going to feave nie, I made a 
furious pufh at him flang Man and Horfe into 3 
Ditch and thus won the Race. The Brigadier 
Baugh'd heartily at my Stratagem, the Captain 
was half angry, but ft got a Couple of Pittoles ; 
tor the Brigadier gave me that he had won, and 
did not much concern myfelf, nor fhould J have 
given myfelf any Uneafinels, or the leaf 
‘Trouble had he been irritated, for L may fafely 
fay, [had as little Fear about me as any Man 
in the Agmy, 

The 
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The Allies having received a Reinforcement 
of Gernas Troops which had followed Prince 
Euzene fromthe Mofcile to the Low Countries 
poffefs'd themfelves of the Lines the Freach had 
thrown up to cover Walloon Flanders; extended 
their Contributions as far asthe Gates of Arras, 
and made Preparations to lay Siege to Zs/lee 
As {oon as the heavy Cannon and a Convoy of 
five thoufand Waggons laden with Provifion and 
Ammunition with Prince Eugene himfelf efcort- 
ed with a Body of forty thoufand Men, were 
arrived, the Town was invefted on tho firft of 
Auguft, twas abundantly fupply’d with every 
ne neceffary to hold out a Jong Siege ; and 
Marthal Bouflers, who commanded in it, had 
with him ten thoufand, fome faid thirteen thou- 
fand Men. The Trenches were open’d the 11th 
at Night, and the Works were carried on withe 
out Intermiffion, while the Grand Army obferv- 
ed that of the Fresch, which was really reinfor- 
ced: for as the Siege employ’d the whole 
Strength of the Allies, they could fafely dif- 
garniih moft of the Towns, befides they reccived 
3 {trong Reinforcement led by the Duke of Ber. 
qvsck out of Germany ; fo that their Army con- 
fifted of a hundred twenty fix Battalions and two 
hundred and eight Squadrons. With thefe con- 
fiderable Forces they march’d by the Way of 
Orchies, Bergue, and Pevele towards Phalem- 
pia, and having taken out of Doway thirteen 
Pieces of heavy Cannon, they drew near the 
Alhes the sth of September, whom, though 
reinforced the Night betore by a Detachment of 
77 Squadrons from the Army carrying on the 
Siege, every one expeted they would attack : 
but the Duke of Alarbborough foon difcovering 
that they defign'd only to retard the Sicge, or. 
dered the Tents to be pitched, fortified his 


Camp with the utmoft Care, and fent 2 ell 
ye 
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the Siege a Part of the Troops he had received 
from thence. 

In the Interim of thefe Motions, the Befieger: 
h:ving puth’d as far as the Glacis ot the Coun 
teifcarp, four thoufand Grenadiers, befide thofe 
who were employ’d tn the Works, were com 
manced to give the Affault, which began at 
Night on the gth of Seprember, and a moft furt. 
ous one 1t was, The Enemy's Fire from their 
Outworks, were not demolifh’d, made a difinal 
Havock, andthis was the moft bloody Aétion 
that ever wis feen: The Affailants, notwith- 
ftanding, made feveral Lodgments on the co ve- 
ted Way fpight of the gallant Refiftance of se 
Befieged. 

There were fome Enghjh and Dutch Troops 
pofted in the Market Town called Eusrires, 
where they had entrench’d themfelves : Thefe 
the Duke of Vesdome cannonaded with forty 
Pieces of Cannon, which made us all conclude, 
he would at lenpth come to a Battle: But he 
fecretly decamping on the rsth, lined the Scbeld 
from Tourvat to Ghent, and the Canal from 
thence to Bruges: By which he cut off all the 
Convoys the Allics might have had from the 
Fronuer Towns, except from Offend. Eight 
thoufand Exglifp were Janded at this Port with 
a great Quantity of Powder and Provtfion, and 
Stores of all Sorts, a great Part of which had 
already been received by the Befiegers. Asthe 
Remainder was {till confiderable, and was every 
Day encreafing by frefh Supplics from Lagland 
Major General Webb and Count Naffau Wouden- 
bourg were detached with thirty Batealions to 
efcortit ; my Husband was in this Detachment 
whom I follow’d, and the Duke of Marlborough 
advanced beyond Mens, alnoftas far as Mate 
quette to be at Hand to fuftain us. We were 
join’d by a fecond Detachment of twelve Battale 

lions 
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lions and twenty eight Squadrons, and met. the 
Convoy at Hoogleden, where we had Advice, 
that Monficur /a Morte, was, marching with a 
Body of twenty’ three thoufand Men and better 
to attack it near Wynendal, upon which News 
our Men were immediately form’d into two 
Lines, at the De/iJe near the Caftle of Wenen- 
dal, and our Generals pofted on each Side, a 
Regiment in the Coppice with Orders to lic 
{nugg, and not to fire tall they were fure of tak- 
ingthe Enemy in Flank. Hardly was this Dif- 
pofition made before the Enemy appear’d in 
fight. They form’d the Infantry into four Lines, 
and the Horfe in as many and enter'd the Dejile 
to attack the Efcorte : But they were no fooner 
within our Ambufh but they were faluted with 
a General Difcharge on either Hand, which put 
their Paflage their Right and Left into a thorough 
Diforder ; they however formed again very foon 
and even made two Battallions give way a little, 
but Albemarle’s Regiment coming up to oppofe 
their Paffage dire&tly in their Front, and open 
on the Planks to an inceffant Fire, the two Wings 
were forc’d in diforder up the Centre and all of 
them returning the Way they had come, haften- 
ed out of the Defile, where they left four thou- 
{and of their Dead, and fome Pieces of Cannon. 
The French General not being able to lead on 
his third Attack, was obliged to retreat and fuf- 
ferthe Convoy to pafs. We had not above 
thiee toone, The ConduG of General Webb 
greatly contributed to this Victory, which how- 
ever he paid dear for by the Wounds he receiv- 
ed. [gota fine Bay Horfe with Silver Cappd 
Piftols and Jac’d Houfeings and Piftol Bags. I 
fold my Horfe to Colone) Havzlton for nine 
Piftules ; my Piftols to Captain Brows for five 
Crowns, the Lace of my Furniture, excepting 


what Irelerved to lace the Knees of my Hus. 
band’s 
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band’s Breeches, to a Jew at five Livres ar 
nee. 

The fafe arrival of this Convoy, was a Subjef 
of great Joy to the Allies, who mult have raifec 
the Siege had it mifcarried. As they began to 
want Powder in the Town, notwithftanding the 
Care that was taken co ftore it with all Neceffa 
sies in abundance, the Fresch endeavoured ta 
fupply them, with a good Number of Bags which 
their Horfe carried behind them = This- Enrer- 

rize was undertaken the very Night after the 

attle of Wenendal. A Detachment was made 
of three {mall Bodies of Horfe, with green 
Boughs in their Hats, which was the Diftin€tion 
of our Troops: The firlt Party fiucceeded in 
this Stratagem, and calling themfelves Germans, 
had the good Fortune to get into the Town, the 
fecond being difcovered were blown up by our 
Fire taking their Powder, or made Prifoners, 
and the tbird return’d back the Way they were 
coming. 

The Befiegers having, though with the Lofé 
of a great many brave Fellows, made their Way 
on the third of Oc?ober attack’d the Half Moon 
at Noon Day: They carried the Work, but bee 
fore they cou’d lodge themfelves, the Fire from 
the Town killed two hundred and fifty of their 
Men ; they kept the Pott notwithftandtng. * The 
Sicge was carried on with fuch Refolution, that 
on the 22d, the Governor found himfelf under 
a Neceifity of hanging out a white Enfign, The 
Town, aftcr the Capitulations were figned was 
furrender’d to the Allies. Seventeen hundred 
Freach Horfe were condudted to Doway. The 
rcit of rhe Garrton which was fix thoufind 
Men retired into the Citadel], which was fur- 
rounded with a double Ditch and a number of 
Ourworks, 


During 
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During this Siege, which was net more brave, 
ly attack'd than defended, as I was one Day a 
forageing, I enter’d a Chatteau, deferted by 
the Enemy, and found in it a Basket of Eggs, 
and another of Cocks and Hens, in the Camp 
Language, Corporals and their Wives, which [ 
made free with ; the Eggs I prefented to the 
Duke of Argyle, and the Fow)s to fome Officers, 
The next Day I return'd to the fame Place and 
got Corn, Hay, and Straw for my Mare. The 
third Vafie I made with a Refolution to fearch 
more narrowly, for fomething of greater Confee 
quence, but fome of our Men had been there, 
and deceived my Hopes ; tor I could meet with 
nothing more valuable thin what I had before 
carried off 3 therefore] was forced to content my- 
{elf with Provender for my Marz. Inthe time 
1 was fearching, fomeof the Fresch Army came 
in upon me and took both myfelf my Mare and 
my Forage. The Soldicrs were quarrellin 
about the Right,to my Cloaths, when their Of 
ficer came in whom by good Fortune I knew. 
He ask’d me, What had brought me thither, 
and who-T was? 1 anfwer'd, That I thoughe 
be ought to know me, being a Sos of Caprais 
Maclaughings of Clare’s Regswzept. (For 1 was 
in Man’s Cluaths; ) Wels now Honey, {aid he, 
Iyawh not after knowing you before, but give 
my bumble Service tomy Cufhing and Naaue 
foake, but bearkye now Foy, are you Richard 
or John ? Fas faid I, in the Brogue J am Ri- 
chard Well now Cufbin replied he, what wilt 
I do for you; but indeed Hony nobody foal 
meddle wid your Tings Foy, but goin the Name 
of Cott. Imade the beft of my Way to the 
Duke of .4rgyte’s Quarters, where ) found his 
Grace and the Lord Adfark Kerr playing at 
Che(s. I ask'd them with fome warmth, in 4 
Language which only begame a Soldier, and a 

Precdoiy 
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Fredom allow’d my Sex, what they meant by 
having no more Intelligence and idling their Live 
at Chefs, ‘whilethe French were on the point of 
Casnonading us: Tbadin my verurning from 
my Chatteau obferved al} the Hedges lined and 
the Cannon ready to play upow us. The Lord 
Mark Kerr farprized to fee his Grace pay any 
Regard to what I had faid, told him, 7 wzs a 
foolifh drunken Woman, and not worth Nottce : 
To which the Duke replied, 4e cwould as foon 
take my Advice as that of aay Brigadier tn the 
Army. Hethen ask’d me the Reafons ; I told 
him, and hardly done it, when he found my 
Intelligence true, and that we had fcarce time 
to get into the Lines for Safety. Sir Richard 
Temple's and How's Regiment were otder’d to 
clear the Hedges, and the Duke would have 
one with them, and probably never returned 
ad I not'prevented him'by keeping back his 
Horfe ; for both thefe Regiments were cut to 
pieces before our Horfe and’ Train of Artillery 
came up, which foon drove them to the main 
Body of their Army. The Enemy cannonaded 
the Duke of Argyle’s Quarters fo foun, that 
there was no making a Bed for him there ; and 
he was obliged to take’ up with one erates of 
my making, ant Colonel Campdell tor'a Chum, 
They had no'Candles, but I had two ‘of Wax 
taken out of a Pricfts'Houfe, andhung up’ one’ 
over their Heads 1n a Paper Lanthorn. Here 
they flept very comfortably, and 1 took the Op- 
portunity to fteal the Duke’s Wine forthe poor 
Bellows upon the Guard who E thought wanted 
it'to comfort them: [had left but two’ Bottles 
which occafioned the Dukes Butler ‘making a 
great Uproar.

and grat Guns ready, fu Fuicnt to icduce the. 
Town toa Heap of Rubbih , but the Garrt 
on not thinking it proper to expofe the Town 
fo fuch Kuin, fent the Prince of Jfenghses, and 
tuo other Captainstothe Dukeof .Marlboraugs 
twho allowed them to go out with all the Marks 
of Honour Till the Capitulation was got reaty 
toftgn, Hoftages wore cxcranged and two Gates 
of the Town delivered up to us 

As the Gurrifon had flattered themfelves with 
being fuccourd, it was itipulated in the Capitu- 
Jation, that tt (hould be votd, if ta a limited 
Time, the Fraech (hould draw near with an 
Army and compell us to rule the Siege. In ef 
fect, when the Court of J ame had Intelligence 
that Ghent was beficaed, Marllal Bovflers with 
feveral General O.Hcers fet out fiom Pare s fos 
Dowry Buthiing Advice by the Way, that 
the Town had cumtalated, he turned back. 

My Hasbandin the Step? was one of the (cr 
loin Hope, a 30 Sy of Men under the Command 
of a Tacurenint, ordered to liy Ropes and dived 
the cutting of the ‘Trenches 5 we feldom expect 
to fee ay of thefe return: but here the Dinge 
Was gretrer than cuftomary, and they were foor 
defcry’d by the Centinals ; but fo remarkably 
expeditions were our Men, that they were all 
“ver bel re the Enemy had pot their Parce: 

togethe 
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together to anpofe then, As I always accompa- 
ny'd however dingerous it was, I, as ufual, fol- 
lowed him this Time buat Colonel Hoxi}roy 
{topping me, and faying, Dear Kit dow’s be fa 
forward, IT lott Sight of him, and was fome 
time hunting about before | could find him ; 
for che Ropes berng Jain, he with his Companions 
were retiied into a Turnip Freld, and lay flit on 
ther Bellies expecting the Trench, which the 
Wo'kmen were throwing up to cover them, Ma 
jor Lr-vew told me where he was, and both Ma- 
gorand Lieutcuant Svretton, begeg’d hard of me 
tor fume Beer ; but as I had but three Flasks 
and fear'd my Husband might want, I had no 
Pity for any ane elfe : As the Night was very 
cold, and the Ground wet, I had alfo provided 
mvfelf with a Bortle of Brandy and another of 
Gin, formy dei Ricbard’s Refrefhment. When 
I left thefe Orhcers, [ meta Lieutenant known 
by the Nick Name of 4 and Pockets, a 
vent Muiquct Ball had grazed on, and {Cratch'd 
{nis Forehead, which bis Fright magnify’d to a 
Cinnon Bill. He defired I would thew him to 
a Surgeon; but his Panick was fo great that 
hid he been feirch'd at both Ends, he ftood 
more in reed of having his Breeches fhifted 
thic his Wound drefs’d. In his Fiighe he lefe 
his Hat and Wigg, but they being found and 
reltored hita, he at length aflured his Wound 
wisno way dangcrous, recovered his fimall Shire 
of Spirits, but never his Reputation 5 for he was 
cilled by every one Poltrone, and foun after 
broke as 1 Cowud. Leaving this Cotfieold Ly- 
oa, P went to tae Turnip Field, where | found 
my Husband in the Front Rank to whom my 
Fiquors were very comfortable. We {taid here 
tithe Trench was tcady for us.

The next Day a Drum of our Reginen 
went into a vers dangerous Piace to cafe 
Nature , [ caution’d him agzatntt it, as Ph d ob- 
ferved the Enemy pointed at or near that p'ace 
He did not heed my Advice 5 but when he 
was buttontng uphis Breeches, a Cinnon Bill 
took cf bot! his Arms, The Place wher. he 
ratly expofed himfelh wasfo very dangerous, 
chit eur a Vian woud venture to goto his Adit 
ance. Tran therefore and carried him off to a 
Surgoon, under whofe Cire he wis tna fair way

Ata Miles Dittance from the Tosn, cut of 
Danger as I thought, of any Shot from thence

fronting my Pent Door, This obhged m+ to 
remove my Tent farther off, that 1 might be 
out of Dingere While the Stepe continu’d, we 
hid one Diy fo fevere and incefVine Rain, that 
nota Man in the Army had a diy ‘Vhreid on hts 
Bick, which was followed bya fevere Beoft in 
the Night, thaca Fire £ had made betore my 

Tent 
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Tent co dry myfelf and Husban4, I really be- 
lieve faved the Lives qf a Number of our Men, 
i burat ng lefs chan forty Faggots that Nughr, 
which CotlanghGodfrey give me leave to take 
from a Scack in hts Quarters. Two of our Cen- 
nals were found frozen to Death. 

When the two Gates were given up, as I have 
already faid, I got Leave to go the Day following 
intothe Town, where I made fifty Shillings of 
the Roots | carried in from the Garden, for ¢he 
Garrifon having fecured ra themfelves what was. 
inthe ‘Town and our Men deftronyed what was 
inthe Country the Scarcity made the Burgers 
ready tu give me my own Price. 

Tine Garrifon went our of the Town on the 
22d of December, fourteen thoufand in Number 
with Drums beating, Colours flying, carrying 
with them fix Pieces of Cannon, and were can 
ducted by the Way of Gavereto Zourmay. The 
nxt Day the Duke ot ALiriooroneh entered the 
Town and was Comvlimenred at the Gare by 
the Magultracy, who prefented mm the Keys in 
aGuld Bafon The Burgers, who had re- 
ceived the L*reach with open Arms, changed 
Sides with their Fortune and their publick Re- 
jtcings were redoubled, on the News which 
loon after was brought, that the Fresch had 
abindon'd Brages, and all the neighbouring 
Potts. When the Garrifon of this Town heard 
that Ghent, was well fortified, had capitulated 
finding themfelves fummon'd by a Trumpet in 
the Duke of Afarlborongh'’s Name, they pre- 

red for them Retreat in ecarnett, fearing a 
Kee delay might render it impoffible : Where- 
fore on the 22d of October at Night, they left 
the Town and withdrew on the fide of Dixzzude 
and Newport, At the fame time the Frevch 
abandon’d Fors Plafendal, the” Village of 
Lofinghes, where they oe entrench'd, an ‘ 
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all the Potts they had in thofe Quarters. No 
fooner had the kLnemy quitted Brages, but th 
Magillrates fent Deputies to the ])uke of AfZarln 
‘'rouch to make tneir Submiffion to King Chartes, 
His Grace receav'd their Submiffion, and Gam 
fon’d the Town with two thoufand Men. ‘Thu 
ended this glorious Camoiign, the Army wx 
order’d into Winter Quarters; our Regimen 
{tud in Ghesr, where | vor acomtortable Livin 
by Cooking for, and felling Beer to the Soldier 
My Horfe coft me nothing this Winter, havin 
procured a Stock of Provifion and Straw at my 
firft entrance into the ‘Town, 

My Husband, having by my Intereft, obtay. 
ed Leave to go out of the ‘Town, which m 
Garrifon Soldier con do under Pain of Deata 
without Permiffion 5 we wentout of the Gav 
called the Svs, from the adjicent River of the 
Name, to take a View of the Country, and md 
‘a poor Woman, who wept bitterly , Latked th 
Reafon of her Tears, and fhe told me that {le 
had three {malf Children at Hlume, and no W: 
of providing for them, buc by Running Genew 
into the Town; that the Excife Othcers had 
Jately feized a Parce) which almolt ruined be 
and that now being on the Posnt of venturing al 
fhe had, her late Lofs and the Fear fhe was ! 
of being entirely undone, made her buift an 
a Fit of Crying. In the Low Countries + 
Duty ts patd tor what 1s not brought into a forti 
fied Town, but at the bringing any Thing wit 
in the Gates tt muft pay a Dury to the Office: 
ftationed there torcceive it, and to prevent de 
frauding the Cuftorns.

with my Sciffirs, and he retreated, as ‘tas proba- 
ble he had an avertion co Perfumes. Lhadnowa 
fice and open Pifage into the ‘Town, which 1 
cnter'd Trnumphant, with my Bladder i my

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Hand. I was no fooner in the Town, but m 
Husband and the Woman met me ; She wa: 
glad to fee me fale, but when fhe found hei 
Liquois were fo too, the poor Creature wep! 
fur Joy: and on relating my Adventure, her 
Laughter was exceflive, and had the fame Ettctl, 
This Succefs animated ustoa fecond Atrempt, 
The Excifemen faw me, and cryed out, there's 
the Rersiler of Sos; 1 anfwer'd, They foould 
find I dealt by Wholefale, tf ever they offer'd to 
difturl ne. In fhort, we otten pafs'd with our 
Cargoes none daring to moleft us; ell a new 
Officer who did not know me, wae fet on by the 
others ; but as J always went with a Charge, he 
repented his Temerity, for | gave him fo feetid 
a Reception, that | thought he would have 
brought his Heart up. Hus Brethren abufed me 
ata Diftance, but did not care to come toa clofe 
Engagement ; their Language however was fo 
provoking, that I threatned for the future to 
carry a Piftol and blow their Brains out, the fieft 
time they durft come within my Reach. I did 
indeed Arm mytelt as [ had threaten'd but £ 
had neither Powder nor Bill 5 however, as they 
had been told my Hiltorv, [ was fo terrible to 
thefe Palerones, that I belicve { might have kept 
them 1p iwe with a black Pudding. Befide the 
above, [ fell upon another Steatagem to deceive 
thofe Harptes the Officers of the Cuftoms. le 
was this, | hada large Spantel which I brought 
up from a Puppy, he was of the Water Breed, 
aod had fuch a rough Coat, that every half Year 
it ferch’d me three Shillings from a Hatter. 
‘Phis Dog who had been taught to Fetch and 
Carry, we ufed to goout with, furnifh’d with o:ly 
Cakes, to the Town Ditch, where he lay con- 
cealed, my Husband and the [og on one Side, 
and fon the other in the Weeds, tll the Smug.

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and in {mall Caggs 5 two or three of thefe were

The Secret was fo clofely 
Kept all the time the Confirences were held at 
tae Hrgue, that no one had any certain Know. | 
lstye of what was upen the Oarpet: but the 
Nuinber of extriordinary-Goaners, which were 
oblerev’d to pals and repafs, gtve fone inkling 


of a Treaty of Peace, and Hoo .s of an haspy 
No. 9. fue 5 
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Iffue ; more efpecially when they faw the Duk« 
of Marlborough whohad been at all che Conferen 
ces go for England on the 2d of May,’ and re. 
turn again on the 15th N. §. accompany'd by 
Lord Zowafsend, whom the Queen had honour d 
with the Charaéter of Envoy Extraordinary to 
treiton a Peace. The Fresch King fent Mefii- 
eurs Zorcy and Pajot, to haften its Conclufion, 
Norwithftanding the Proteft made by King 
Philip, that he would never renounce the Crown 
of Spais, but wasrefolved on the contrary, to 
maintain his Right to it by the Sword to the laft 
drop of his Blood, the Conferences were carried 
on mere briskly than ever, and fometimes pro. 
traéted to Midnight. 

On the 28th of Afay, N. S. Articles were 
prepared. and §gned by the Plenipotensiaries of 
the Allies. - Befide a great Number of ‘Towns 
in the Low Countries on the Rdine and elfewhere 
which France gave up~by thefe Articles Charles 
was declared tn thens lawful] King of all the Spa- 
aifo Monarchy and it was agreed that Philip 
and his Family fhould qutt that Kingdom by the

Mefficurs Zorcy and Pajot fecout for the Court 
of France with the Preliminaries agreed upon: 
but at the Time when every one thought the Peace 
in a manner concluded, Advice came chat Zens 
XIV. could never confent to affift in dethroning 
his Grandfon, and for that Reafon had rejected 
the Articles : Thus yanifh’d all the Hopes con- 
ceiv'd of the Pacification of Zuvope. 

The Negotiations of Peace had not fufpended 
che neceflary preparations for continuing the Wars 
Upon their being broken off Mr. Rowtile {er on, 

on 
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on his return to Frande on the oth of Zune 
N.S. and the Duke of Marlborough on the 
fame Day for the Army. 

The French being intrench’d near Arras, in 
a Camp covered with Woods and Marfhes, which 
rendcr'd it impractable to appproach them, the 
Duke turn’d back upon Zoursay, a very ftron 
Town, where Monfieur de Survi/ie commande 
a Gurifon of four thoufand Men. We invefted 
the Place on the 27th of Fane, N, S. and while 
Preparations were making to open the Trenches, 
the Prince of Orange Stadholder of Frsfe, at 
the Head of thirty Squadrons and twelve Battal- 
hons appear'd before, and made himfelf Matter 
of Satnt Amand, and at the fame time another 
Detachment took Fort dela Scrape Sword in 
Hand. In the lnterim, the Line of Circu‘mval- 
Iution was finifh'd and fevera} thoufand Fafcines, 
Gabions, Palifades and other Materials neceflary 
for the Works were got together, and the Trench 
was opened on the 7th of Fuly, N. Se before the 
Caftle by four Battalions and two thoufand 
Workmen under the Command of Count Zot- 
tuts before the Horn- Work of the feven Foun- 
tuins, by three Battallions and two thoufand 
Workmen, commanded by General Schulez- 
boure ; and by General Fagel, at the Head of 
he like Number of Soldiers and Pioneers near 
the Gate of Afarville. Notwithftanding the Di- 
gence of the Befiegers, the Siege was likely to 
rove a very tedious one, becaufe the Boats on 
which the Artillery was embarked could not gee 
pthe Scheld higher than Oudenarde on the ac- 
ount of the Shallownefs of the Water, and the 
anks raifed by the Fvench the preceding Year 
0 turn its Courfe, feveral of which were yet 
tinding. However this obftacle was aan 
y 
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by cutting a new Canal ; and the Artillery be. 
ing atlength arrived, we began on the 13th to 
batter the Out-Works: “Adittted by the Fire of 
our Batteries, General’ Fogel pufh’d dn his 
Works to the’very brink of the Ditch, whith on 
the rvth he ‘Regan’to fill up = Cott Lortaia, 
was on the fame Diy protty newr as far advanctd 
with hiss and the Night before, Biron de Sc /y 
lembourg having carried the Horn Works Sword 
in Hand, mide a Lodgmcent there, and more 
over podafy'd hinicif of a neighbouring Raviing, 
Moifica. de’ Sv-wilie finding himfelf ‘thus 
{treyghten’d, on the 28th between Seven an 
Eicbe in the Evening hung our the white Flig 
at three Attacks, The C.pitulation was fignad 
the next Morning, and the Garrifon withdrew 
nto the Citadel all the Works of which were 
Mined. - 

‘ At} the Expiration of the , Truce _ aprécd

[have in the Journal of the Siege, taken Notice 
of the Number of Mines fpgung ; one of which 
blew up four hundred of our Men, and another 
narrowly mafs'd carrywg up a whole Reoimens 
which was jult drawn off as it was fired, fo thar 
the defignd Execution was by Avcideat pre.

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d. In the mean while the Foot of the Right 
ommanded by Prince Lnzene, having made’ 


obftinate Refiftance of the Fresrl, gave the 
orfe an Opportunity alfo to force the Entrench- 
ment joining tothe Wood The Horfe on both 
Sides were engaged with an unparallell’d Fury ss 
but the Allies continually getting Ground, as 
then ‘T'roops enter’d the Entrenchments, the 
Advantage was vilibly on their Side: They put 
to Flight the main Bittle, and by that gave an 
Opportunity to there Lett Wing which had return. 
ied to the Attach to recover the two Entreneh- 
ments, which they could not before keep, and 
alfo to carry the third: ‘This was followed by 
anentire Def.at of the Fresch Army; which 
at three in the Afternoon took to Flight, and in 
its Turn, by the Confufion they fled in, loft a 
great Number of Men, fu that the Slaughter on 
both Sides was really terrible ; for as tar as I 
could fee, the Ground was cover’d with dead and 
dying Men. The Allies loft fourteen thoue 
fand Men killed, wounded, or Prifoners: The 
French nincteen thoufand. The Night before 
the Battle of Tat/uieres, Lieutenant . Ge- 
neral Dedewe went off witha Detachment to 
throw himfelf into St. Guilin, which the Duke 
of Marlborough wasaffured the French Garrifon 
had abindoned ; but the General, in his March 
lecetving certain Advice to the contrary, inftead 
of two hundicd Foor, which he defign’d to fend 
thither from Gesappe, drew from thence five 
five hundred, and fuilamnd them with two Squa- 
drons. Col. Haxhnifes, who commanded this 
Detachment, fent a Dium ¢o fummon the Gar- 
rifon, having, ashe drew near the lown, extend. 
ed his Front, that he might make a greatcr Shew 
of Number: Ona Refutal to furrender he gave 


the Affaule that very Ne and after a ee 
0 
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of an Hour’s Difpute he carried a Barricade, ay 
advanced behind a Houfe on the right of th 
Battery ; on which the Chazzade was beat ; bu 
as they had not done itfoon enough, they wer 
forced to furrender Prifoners of War. 

Our Army now invefted Afons, into which the 
French \ound means, eight Days after the Batth 
tointroduce a Convoy of Ammunitions, Provi 
fions, Money, and a thoufand Men; the Trenche 
were opened on the 25th over-againft For, 
Berteaumont, by the Engineer General Harta) 
with our Battallions, and alfotwo thoufand Work. 
men ; and before the Gate of Havre by two 
Batrallions and alfo two thoufand Workmen un. 
der the Command of the Engineer De Bauff. 
We were terribly hindered by the Rains, which 
obliged us to bottom the Trenches with fafcines, 
and to drain them by cutting along Gur, which 
reached as far as the Zruij/e : But notwithftand 
ing all Obftacles, we pufhed on our Approaches 
fo briskly that having finifhed our Batteries, we 
were ready to give the Affaulr to the Hor 
work near Berteaumont Gate onthe 2oth of 
Oltober: The Garrifon however prevented us 
by beating the Clamade. Deputies came out of 
the Town, and returned again by etght o Clock 
mith the Articles of Capitulation, which they 
brought back the ncxt Morning with the Gover- 
nor’s Approbation, At Eleven o’Clock we were 
put in Poffefion of Némy Gate ; two Days after 
the Gareifon marched out ; the Freach were con 
ducted to Maubeuge, the Spaniards and Bava- 
rians to Namur. The Reduétion of this Town 
minaced the Campagne in Manders. 

_ When we left Zourway, and before the invelt- 
ing of Mons, asthe Army marched towards the 
French Lines, 1 chofe to go withthe Camp-Co- 
Jour Men, who attended by the Forlorn Hope, 
march at fo confiderable a diftance before the 

Army, 
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‘my, that they are often cut off before any 
orce can come to their Affiftance, which though 
tmakes it the moft dangerous Poft, ic 1s the 
moft profitable, if there 1s any Plunder to be 
ot, as there are but few to fhare it. In our 
March [ efpied at fome Diftance a great Houfe, 
which I, advancing before the Camp-Colour Men, 
rin to, leaving my Horfe tothe Care of a fick 
Serjzant, who was glad of the Opportunity to 
idee There found fix Couple of Fowls with 
their Legs tied, a Basket of Pidgeons and four 
Sheep, who were alfo tied, and ready to be 
carried off 5 but [ fuppofe, upon our Appearance 
the People made the beft of their Way to fecure 
Things of greater Va'ue. One of the Sheep I 
killed, drefled, cut of a Leg and all the Tar. 
Tle other three I loos’d and turned into the Yard; 
by the Time I had doneour Men came up with 
me, and put the Circafs of the Sheep on my 
Mare before the Serjeant ; the Fowls | hung about 
my Neck ; ard drove my Sheep before me, and 
fo marched to the Place defigned for the Camp, 
cilled Havre. Being here arrived, while they 
were fixing Boughs fot the Difpofition of the Camp 
and mirking out Ground for cvery Regiment, f 
pitched my Tent ncara deferted Publick Houle 
aliotted for Col. Ffmilron’s Quarters 5 turned my 
Sheep to Grafs, and hung up my Matton on a 
Trce to cool: I then went into the Colonel's 
Quarters, ovci which, as foun as tt was appoint- 
ed, a Guaid wis fer, but by a Bribe, I fkruck 
him fo blind, that he could not fee me, and my 
Husband’s Comrades, who Jent a friendly Hand to 
carry off a large Quantity of Faggots, Hay, and 
Straw for my Mare and my own Bed ; fill all my 
empty Flasks with Beer, and row! off a whole 
Barrel tomy Tent. Having made thefe Prizes I 
cut up my Mutton, laid bya Shoulder to roaft,

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with a Hatchet to boil my Pot in, which, the 
Fire being made, 1 feton with the Mutten and 
Sweet-herbs, and wasenjoying myfelf bya glor 
ous Fire when the Army came up Colonel 
Hamilton and Major Erwsod came to my Fir, 
and were not a little furprifed to fee | had gotten 
fo many Things in Readinefs. I fhew'd them 
my Provifions of all Sorts ; upon which the Col. 
fufpe@ing that [ had plundered his Quarters, 
asked where | had got my Barrel of ftrong Beer 
Ttold him that falling in with fome Boors, | 
drove them before me, and made them bring me 
what 1 wanted ; to which he civilly replied, 
D— you, 50u are a lying Devil. Cone, fardl, 
jou Muttow Moarer, wel vou give me Hanafel 
They cilled tor 4 Gallon of Beer, and drinking 
a little, gave the Reft among fome of the Men, 
and ordered the Shoulder of Mutton to be roaft- 
ed, which I did by pitching two forked Sticks into 
the Ground, putting it on a jointed Spir, and 
fetting a Soldiers Wife to turn it. I made four 
Crowns a piece of my Sheep, befides the Fat 
which I fold to a Woman, who made mold Can- 
dles for the Men, and made a good Penny of my 
Powls and Pidgeons. A Body of Troopers, and 
fome Huffurs, being order'd out to reconnoitre 
in the Woods at Zaz/ureres, before the Enemy 
entrench'd themfelves, and to cover the Fouagers, 
with {trict Charge to return at the firing of a Can 
non, I betng one of the Foragers, took my Mare 
along with me, Teaving another Haft which | 
had bought of a Hufarinan Orchard, Brigadier 
Lalo's Quitters, and digging a whole, | buued 
my Money. When we were fome Dutunce from 
the Cam i Pae se forward, on which Quarter 
Mafter Hankeyand Lieutenant Afackenuy, bid 
me not be too venturefome, I anfwered that J was 
in no Danger, and haftened on taa largc Houle 
which I entered, and found a Bed realy made, 5 
two 
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two or three Tubs of Flower ; an Oven full of 
hot bréad 5 aconfiderable Quantity of Bacon and 
Bzcf hanging inthe Chimney, a Basket full of 
Cocks and Hens, with two Pots of Butter, I 
emptied the Feathers out of the Tick to cover 
my Mare with, left the hot Bread {fhould burn 
her back, then threw tHe Feathers out af the 
Bolfter, into ore End of which [ put my Bread, 
and into the other my Becf and Bacon; my Pots 
of Burter I flung on each Side of her, took my 
Fouls in my Hand and meunted ; which I had 
fcarcely done when I heard the fignal Gun, an 
alarm given the Foragers, that the whole Body 
of the Enemy was coming upon us, and that their 
fceming to march to the Iefe was only to cover the 
Fileing off thesr Infantry into the Woods. The 
Terror with which the Forages were ftruck at 
the News is hardly credible ; the Fields were 
ftrewed with Corn, Hay, and Urenfils, with 
whichthey hid notrbe Courage to take along with 
them, nay forme, whofe Hortes were at a little 
diftance rarher chofe to Jofe than venture to fetch 
them: I jogged on tow irds the Army, but {ceing 
a fine Trofs of Hay lying, and fearing my Horfes 
might want, the Danger could rot make me 
withftand the Temptation 3-1 leaped off my 
Mare, clapped it upon het, and mounting again 
got fate tothe Place where the Army lay. I was 
furprifed t> fee all in Motion, however I ftaid to 
kill my Fowls, fetch my Itorfe and Moncy that 
had busied, ftokhe my Tent, with which, and 
other things I Joided him and followed the Ar- 
mye 
‘My Husband being in the Rear, } had an Op- 
portunity of converfing with him , be was ex: 
tremely malancholv, and told me this Engage- 
ment would certainly be the laft he fhould ever 
fee: } endeavonted to Jaugh him out of this No- 


tion, but he infifted upon it, that he Oy 
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killed, whtih proved but too true. [n our 
March, fo heavy a Rain fell, thatwe were Ankle 
deep, and feeing a little Child of one of my 
Husbands Comrades, I took it up leftit fhould 
be loftin deep Clay. At Night, whenin Sight 
of the Enemy, our army halted and lay that 
Night on fome follaw Ground, on which were 
many Heaps of Dung, and he was a happy Man 
who could getone to fleep upon. I lefe the army 
and went to agieat Houfe in the Rear to drefs 
my Provifions ; I led my Horfes into the Houfe 
which by the help of one Ariafrong, a Butcher 
and of Lord Orkeney’s Fresch Baker, I unload- 
ed. Next |] made a great wood Fire, with what 
I found, dricd myfelt and the Child, and laid 
it on fome Straw before the Fire. i had now 
Leifure to look out for Forage for my Be ifts, and 
found fome Flax, Hay and Clover, with the firft 
I litered them, threw the other before them, 
and locking them up in a handfome Parlour, 
thought of dreffing fume Victuals, in order to 
which [ went to the Well for Water, and found 
a Bucket which isnot common, for the Boors, as 
they had feveral Thingsin the Wells, commonly 
cutthem away. In letting down my Bucket L 
thought it ftruck againft fomething which found. 
ed like a brafs Kettle ; I was not out, for letting 
down my Drag { brought one up; and at the next 
thtow [ fetched out a Brafs Pail, in which was 
a SilverQourt Muge in a Filh-skin Cafe. I 
made feveral other Calts, but brought up no- 
thing more . wherefore leaving the Well, having 
taken what Water I wanted I fet it onthe Faure, 
pulled my Fowls, which with feme of my Hung 
Beef and alfo fome Bacou J clapped into the Pot 
and then ftepped into the Garden to cut fome 
Sprouts, wafhed and put them in, and leaving 
the Care of the Cooking to Armftroug and the 
Baker, ftrolled over the Houfe for Plunder ; et 

aiter 
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after fearching feveral Rooms, I tound nothin 
worth . arrying of but what was too cumberfome 
wherefore I vifited the Cellar, wherel found ¢o 
my great Joy, a Barrel of excellent ftrong Beer, 
I immediately ran up for, and filled my Pails ; 
as | was returning with thefe full, I happened 
to ftumble againft an inward Cellar Door, which 
flying open difcover'd another fmall one: [I 
haftened up with my Beer, full ot Hopes of find- 
ing fomewhat better worth within the little Door. 
I found two Runlets and two Quart Bottles of 
Vinegar, andtwo more of very good Brandy, 
with which I filled my Plaks, and placed all the 
Booty 1n the Parlour where my Beafts were fhut 
up. My Provifisns being ready, I clapped them 
and a Quantity of Beer on one of my Mares, 
having firft regaled my two Affiftants, who were 
not a little thankful for Provifion was then fo 
{carce inthe Army, a Guinea and half was offer. 
ed for an Ounce ot Bread, and there was no Prow 
bability of getting any Supply ‘till the Battle was 
over, which we expected would be, and as I 
have already {hewn, was very bloody. I filled 
the Child’s Belly, filled her Apron with Vidtuals 
and taking her with me, Jeft her with her Fa- 
ther, whom I {oon found, and who was very ill 
of an Ague, lying in amiferable Condition on a 
a Heapof Dung. He would fain have had me 
taken Care of her, bur I could not undertake 
the Charge. Leaving her, I went in Search of 
my Husband, and atrera canfiderable Time, as 
there was fo greata Fog, I could fearce fee a 
Yard before me, ] met with one of our Regt- 
ment, who cried out, Lere comesthe Picture of 
Plenty. asked for my Husband, and he fhew- 
ed him faftaflcep, with his Head on his Com, 
rade’s Backfide, [awaken’d him and bid him 
ask what Odticers or Soldiers he thought fit to eat 
with him, efpecially fuch as he was obliged f 5 
or 
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for Lbad brought a farge Quantity of Prov.fions. 
[fet the Bread, Butter and Beef before his Com- 
rades, who fetting down on the Dung, made a 
hearty Meal, though they had no Table cloth, 
Knives, &c. referving the Bacon, Fowls and 
Sprouts for my Husband and the invited Officers 
who were Colonel, and Captain Havzelton, Col, 
Irwin, Capt. Rofs, Major Maclane, and Col, 
Folks. Two Fowls, fome Bicon and Beef I gave 
to my Husband and his Serjeant, when every 
one of thefe were fatisfy’d I gave the remainder’ 
of my Provifions to fome young Recruits, who 
not being innured to Hardihips, were ready to 
pecifh with Hunger. I had fet a part fome Pal- 
lets with Eggs for the General Officers, and 
fought out my Lord Orkensey whom I found with

fome. Tremembsr n of the Company propos 
fed a Motian of the Army, uot only withvut the 
Duke of ALiilhrowri’s QO der, but contrary to 
his exprefs Commiu', which wis to heep oure 
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Lord Orkeney faid, they ought to wait till hiss 
Grace’s Orders came, for he ‘durft fay, he knew’ 
better than any in the Company when to «give 
them, and it was their Duty to, wait. On thie 
another whofe Name I -purpofely conceal, ‘faidy 
that his Grace was gone into thé Woad-in. clofer 
Conference with his Nephew the Duke of Bers 
wick, and with'd it was not,to fell the Army ‘of 
the Allies : Lord Orkemey with fome wariitiian:' 
{werd, that it was ungenerous as unjuftto har-. 
boura Thought fo injurious to theI)uke’s Honowr 
and {o contrary to his Nature ; that he would be. 
bound Body for Body, that he was incapable of! 
any thing which could caft a blemnifh on his.ex - 
alted Chara@tcr, than which no Man breathingo 
could, with Juftice, boaft a greater, nay, he: 
knew none that could equal hime The Duke of 
Aizyle, join’d the Company, and - foon after 
went open Breafted among the Men to encourage 
them to behave as became Hugltifomen ; You fee, 
Brothers, faid he I,have no conceal'’d Armour 
Lam equally expofed with you, and I require! 
rone to go where I fhall refufe to venture: Re- 
member you fight forthe Liberties of all Europe 
and the Glory of your Nation, which fhall never 
la%er by my Behaviour, and I hope the Cha- 
riterof Bréton'is as dear ro every oneof you. 
To do him Juftice, healways fought where the 
Danger was greateft, and encouraged the Soldiers: 
more by his Aétions than by his Words) The 
Duke of Afariéorugh had indeed a Conference 
with the Duke of Berwick which gave him an 
Ovportunity to view the Enemy’s Batteries, which 
wis of fignal Service tous..

Hushand ; tho’ the Shot and Bark of Trees flew 
thicker than my Reader if he has not feen Ach 
on, can well imagine ; not afew Pieces of the 
Jatter fellonany Neck and gave me no fimall 
Uneafinefs by getting down my Stays. My Dog, 
which I have before mentioned, atthe Entrance 
of the Wood, :howled in a pitiful manner, which 
furprifed me as at was unulal, A Man near me 
who was eafing Nature, faid, Poor Creature, he 
would fain tell you that his Mafteris dead. How, 
faidI, ishe dead ! I know not replied he, if he 
is dead or not, but am fure he ts very much 
wounded. This brought into my Mind his fore- 
boding that he fhould be killed inthis Battle. 
was almoft out of my Wits; but tho’ [ feared the 
wortt, my Hopes of finding him alive fupparted 
me, I ran among the Dead and turned ove: near 
two hundred, among whom I found Brigadier 
Lalo, Six Lhomas Peuidergrafs, and a great 
Number of my beft Friends, before [ found my 
Husband's Body, which a Man, who was a Stran 
ger tome, tho’! was not unknown to hint, was 
ftrippinge At my Abpgach he went off and Icft 
his booty fearing the Effects of the Rage I was 
in at the Sight of my dead ITusband, and/ 
certainly had killed him, could I have, lagd, my 
Hands on him ; for I was in fo great, a, Fury 
that I bit out a great Piece of my right Arm, 
tore my Hair, thiew myfelf on his Corps,’ and 
fhouldhave puta Pertod to'my Life hadsI” had 
any Inftrument of Neath. Tere J Jay fome'time 
’ , betare 
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before my Tears flow'd, which at length oufh’d 
forthin {uch Abundance, that I believe the Stream 
fived my Life at leaft my Senfes. While L was 
deploring my Lofs, Captain RofS came by, who 
fceing my Agony, could not forbear area 
with me, and drop’d fome Tears, protefting, 
that the poor Woman's Grief rouch’d hich aedrer 
than the Lofs of fo many brave Men. This Com- 
paffion from the Captain gave me the Nick- Natne 
of Aather Rofi; by which I became better 
known than by that of my Husband. After m 
Tears had a little relieved me, I took my H 
bands Bo ly Jaid ir acrofs_my Mare, which I led 
into the Ground, ‘dug a,Graye, bury’d him, and 
would have thrown myj felt into the fame Pir had 
not fomeof his Comrades, who werc at Hand, 
prevented mee Seeing! was prevented, I mount- 
edmy Mare tho’almoft naked, for | had in my 
Diftraction torn off great part of my Cloaths, 
and pulh’d into the Wood, notwithifanding i 
had no Arms to “wreek my Vengeance on the 
Fiench, of whom our Army was then in purfurr, 
refolving to tear in Pyeces whoever fell into my 
Hands: nay had [Strength and Opportunity, I 
would have given no Quarter to any Man in the 
French Army. Iwas running full fpeed after 
them, and was near J/anbenge when Fig 
Ojber \aid hold of. my Mare and forced me back, 
orl bad lofallibly been either killed or taken. 
The former [ did not think a Misfortune 5 but 
mine did not end with my Purfuit, for my Di- 
ftrafion render’d me incapable of looking after 
my Bufinels, giving myfelf up tomy Grief and 
Tears, which employ’d my whole Time fot feven 
Daya, in Tranfports running to my Husbands 
Grave and.endeavourihg to remove the Earth 
with my Hands, that I might have another’ view 
of the deat Man, whom [ lov'd with gredtet 
Tendernefs than | did myfelf and for whoft 
Safety 
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afety I would not have hefitated at facrificing 
my own Life. Lalways found.my poor Dog ly. 
ingon his Malters Grave; but at my drawing 
near. be ranto the, Rear of the Regjment, where 
my poor Husband ufed to be while living. The 
poor Credtures. Gratitade was fo great, that for 
cight Days, I could not.get him'to eat any thing. 
Our Removal from ¢ Blase and’ Time, mitt. 
gated his vifible Gricf | I myfelf tho’ often im- 
portuned, touch’d nothing of Suftenance for 1 
whole Week. The, Prince of Orange, neat 
whofe Quarters my Tent was itch’d, and who 
heard my Cries, was fo charitable as to order Ins 
Servants to «fetch me Meals, fayinig, rhe Poor 
Woman cweeps Night and Day, and wil I fear 
kill kerfelf, which wou'd grieve me.’ They 
abeyed nis Highnefs’s Le adomte Ordets, and 
would fet the choiceft Meats before me; but I 
could touch nothing 5 I only enjoyed the Com- 
fort of the Fire, Sem Re Liberty of taking Caals 
te make me one in my Tent. ‘The firft who%pre- 
vailed on me to touch Meat, was a Scors Came- 
tontan, who forced mg toa Tent where he had 
gota Breaft of Mutton; but I was fo weak , that 
I could not fupport the Smell of the Meat, but

Vhe Promife made the C2frliaus to return to

As ours was one of the Regiments which: 
covered the Siege, <I had no Occafion to run in: 
to Dangerst Captain Montgomery, who would 
ferve Volunticr at his Siege’ was killed by a 
Mufquet Ball, and while ic continued, afl our 
Poragers had hike to have been cut off :’ Mar- 
fhal Villars had detached*feveral Squadrons to 
attack us, which fll on thofe that Were td pro= 
tect us, and fuon made them give Way but 
our Foragers making Heid'and fuftaining them, 
the Tables were tufned in our Favour, and we 
drove the Enemy with’grear Slaughter: Frefit 
Troops coming to their Affiltunce, we were 
compell’d to retreat to a Village, where we 
expe&cd Succour from our Army.

After the ReduStion of Bethune, as foon as 
the Works were filled up, and the Breaches 
haftily repaired, or rather botch’d up; the 
Prince of Orange Stadhouder of Fri/e, invefted 
Saint Venant on the 4th of Stprembcr, with 
twenty Batralliuns ; as on the fame Day the 
Prince d'4nhalt Bepfan, with forty Batralions 
did fire.

lsain’s Eftates. He left us on the irth of Fuly 
N.S. bur to my great Sorrow for the Lofs of 
my generous BenefaSter he was drowned at 
Afoerdjk on the 14th, being about 24 Years 
of Age , his Body was foundon the 22d by a 
Boat of Bergoproone. 

A few Days, after this fatal Accident, the 
General of the Allies gave out that they would 
uicack, on the Side of Arras, the Lines the 
Preach had drawn to cover the Country of 
Artois, behind which they had hitherto lair.

and opened the Trenches the very Day that 

uefnoy furrendered. The Town was attacked 
with fuch Kefolution, that, having but five hun. 
dred Men in Garrifon, thefe were obliged to 
furrender on the 20th. The Garrifon left the 
Place the next Day, and was condudted to 
Chateau Cambrefis, and from thence to Reims. 

In the midit of thefe Dufafters, the Garrifon 
of Oftend gained a confiderable Advantage over 
the French. Monficur Caris, Governor of that 
Town, being informed of the weak Condition 
of the Garrifor of Fort Knoque, fent the Parti. 
fan La Rue, with an hundred and fourfcore 
Men, who, by bye Ways, got thither on the 4th 
of OGfober at Nighte There were four Houles 
between the Draw Bridge and the Fort ; in 
thefe they foind means to conceal themfelves, 
and at the Gate opening feized upon the two 
neareft Bridges, furprized the Guard, poffeffed 
themfelves of the other Gates and difarmed the 
Garrifon. This was the laft Expedition of the 
Campaign in 1712. 

Some time after our Troops had taken Pof- 
feffion of Dunkirk, I applicd to his Grace the 
Duke of Ormond, for a Pafsto England, which 
he not only figncd, but generoufly ordered Ma.

me. He was deaf to all [ could urge, drink it

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cation ; for Il fet open a Flaod-Gate, watch fal- 
ling like a Cataraét, fpread Ruin and Defolition 
over’ one "Side of his Cloaths ; the Colour of 
waich changed toa difmal Hue, and all the 
Glory of the glittering Lace funk, opprefs’d by 
an Inundation of indigefted Wine.

Some time after ] was brought to Bed cf the 
Chitd f went with when | prefented my Petinioa 
to the Queen, Lord Fotefter, and Lord Pofiuad 
ordered ine to be at the King’s Arms in Palt- 
Mill, where they were todine with fome other 
Novlemen and Gentlemen ot the Army, dcfign- 
mg to make a Collection for my immediate Sup- 
port. k was punctual to the Time that therr 
Lord{hips had appointed 5 but none of the Com- 
pany being yet come, I watted at the Door, with 
my Chiliin my Arms. While [wis at my 
Pott, a Soldier who haa ferved abroad fceing me 
very wifely conclude J, that [ was a Jeud Woman, 
and begin -to treat mie as fuch in the groffeft 
Language, and after a Volley of G—d D—myés 
mix’d with the common Flowers of Rhetorick 
B—h and W—re, fa'd ic was a burnin 
Shame the Nobility fhould encourege a Pack of

of the Nobility and Officers ofthe Army, I wrote 
to Mother to let her know I” would be io 
Dubho ia a fhort Time, and indeed got there 
before her, who, tho’ upwards of a hundred 
Years of Age, travelled ten Miles on Foot to 
give me the Mceting. The poor old Woman, 
who had fohg given me over for dead, having 
in fo many Years heard nothing from or of me, 
wept for Joy, and in fuch an exceffive Manner, 
when flie embraced me, that I could not refrain 
mingling my Tears wah hers, my Tranfport 
being equally as great. Upon Enquiry after 
my Children, | learn’d that the elder of them 
died at the Age of Eighteen, and that the 
younger was in the Work-Houfe. The Nufe, 
with whom, at my Departue, 1 had left the 
beft of my Goods together with my Child, fuon 
threw him upon the Parifh: her Tendernefs for 
any poor Infant being meafured by her Intereft, 
fhe was foon tired ot the Burthen he was to her. 
Indeed but one of thofe with whom I had 1n- 
trufted my Effects, was honeft cnouch to give 
meany Account of them, and that was Mr. 
Howell, Father to the Perfon who ruined my 
- Wirgin Innocence, all the others, like the Nurfe, 
thought the Poffeflion 1 had given them war- 
ranted their converting my Goods to their own 
Dfe, and looked upon me as an unreafonable 
Woman to a a Return. My Misfortune 
was, that the honeft Man had but few, and 
thofe the worlt of myGoods, which he kept hh 

an 
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tad reftored juftly. I had no better Luck with 
regard to my Houfe ; forthe Perfon whom J left 
in it, when I went to Holland, dying, one Ben- 
net fet up a Claimto it as his Freehold and 
got Poffeffion, there being none in my Abfence, 
to conteft his Tytle, and I could not out hith, as 
my Wena were loft or deitroyed : and indeed 
what could 1 have done had I had thefe Evi- 
dences, | had not Money fufficient to carry me 
thro’ a Law Suit, and toexpceét Juftice without 
Moncy, ismuch thefameto think of reducing 
a fortity’d Town without Ammunition: [ was 
therefore compelled to fit down by my Lofs 
and think on fome method to get an honeft Tiv- 
ing. As I had before kent 2 Publick Howufe 
and yfed to Sutling in the Army, I could 
think on nothing better than that of my former, 
and accordingly [ took a Houfe, putin a Stock 
of Beer, and by making this and Pies, I got a 
comfortable Support ’til] my Evil Genius en= 
tangled me inathird Marriage with a Soldier 
named Davies. He had ferved in the firft Regi 
ment of Foot Guards in the Low Countries, 
but on the Conclufion of the Peace between 
France and the High Allies, he was difcharged 
from the Svrice. His Father dying and 
leaving him a fmall Patrimony, he left Flanders

Woile i was Jainup with the Ague, I heard 
the News of the Duke of Marlbcrouch’s Death, 
which additional Trouble, for i was greatly in- 
debted to his Grace’s Goodnefs, both abroad 
and at home, encreafed niy Illnefs, and even to 
this Day affeGts mes he had been my Colonel, 
General and Benefactor, and the Remembrance 
ot wnat Lowe to his Humanity, will make me 
Jument his Death tothe Day of my own.

Lliveia private Lifein my new Settlements, 
fupported by the Benevolence of the Nobility 
and Gentry, to whom [| had the Honour of being 
known, and which was much more confiderable 
than at prefent, as many of my Benefa€tors are 
dead, as fome imagining tbat what they gave 
me was extravagantly thrown away, and others, 
that [ pot confiderably elfewhere, have either 
curtailed, or quite withdrawn their former Cha- 
rity ; fo that at this Day, I have not one third 
of the Benefactors I then had 

Having fpenta whole Year at Wandfor, I 
grew tired of fo native a Life, and refolved ta 
getonce more Bufinefs. I removed to Padding~ 
ton, took a Publick-houfe, and by my Diligence 
and Complaifance to my Cuftomers, had thetr 
Number daily encreafed. Here, as elfewhere, I 
continued my Vifits to fuch as honoured me 
with their Protection, and to whofe generous 
Contribution, I wisindebted for greater part of 
“ fupport ever fince my Atrival from Flan- 

ers.

would think me rather an Object of their 
Compa‘fion than Refenrment, when they knew 
that it was the Unkindnels of a Husband, for 
whoin / had the tendereft AftGion, forced me 
to tuke a Step, which J was fenfible could 
hardly be excufed by any other Motive. My 
Jord, fad 7, my Names Baker, and as [heard

I ftaid but one Year jn Ireland, which was as 
miuch owing to my trellidiien to rambling as to 
my Bufinefs not aafwering my Expe€tation ; but 
while I was in Dublin, r happened 6ne Day to 
efpy the Rev. Mr, Howell, who, asl have bes 
fore fhewn, robbed me of my Maiden Treafure, 
he alfo hai a Sight of, and endeavoured to {peak 
tome: I avoided him, and by turning into a 
Coffee Houfe cluded his Defign. 

He was nuw married, the Father of eleven 
Children, and feteled in Shropfhire, where my 
»Flusband at this Time was. He finding that & 
carefully avoided giving him an Opportunity to 
converfe with me, went home to his Brothers, 
where he lodge, while in Dublin, and ap- 
peared very Melancholy; every one enquircd 
into the Caufe ot his vifible Alteration, but his 
Sifter, alone, could extort the Secret from bim. 
He told her shut he had feen me, which brought 
frefh to his Memory the Injury he had done 
me, and the Peijury he had been gutley of, 
shit a Reflection ujon his [njaftice, wis intele- 
rable, and gave him fuch Pain, that he believ'd 
he fhould never recover his Peace of Mind. His 
Sifter would have fent for me, but he would 
not {uffer her, fur fad he, I am dure fhe will 

no 
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not come, her Refentment of the Wrong I have 
done her is too ftrong. 

The next Day he lefe Dublin, and abour fe- 
ven Wecks after, his Sifter meeting me, read a 
Jntter, which gave her the melaecholy Account 
of hig having deftroyed himfcit. Change of 
Kingdoms had made no change in his Temper, 
his Sadnefs daily increafed, and he could find 
no Rafe, wherefure he refolved to put an End to 
his life, which was a Torture to him ; to this 
end, he one Day rofe very ca.ly and went into 
his Study ; his Wafe, at her ufval Hour, got up, 
and preparing his Breakfaft, fent one of the 
Children go pite him Notice that 1 was ready :

When I had refulved upon quitting Dublio, 
Ifent a letter to my Husband to tuke a Houle 
for me at Chefter, Svon afrer, he fent me an 
Anfwer, and ler me know he had taken a very 
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convenient one tur me in that Town, and defir'd 
me 
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me to make all poffiblc hafte to get thither. 
On the Receipt of this, I went to take m 
Ieave of lord C t, who, to divert himfelf, 
would needs fee the Cremony of a Camp Marrt- 
age, fo led Colone]) P——t and me into the 

arden, where laying two Swords acrofs, the 
Co). firft and I next, jump’d over them, his 
lordfhip performing the Funttion of the Prieft, 
pronouncing the Sa Words, Jump Rogue, 
-~— Follow Whore. After the Ceremony was 
over, my lord gave usa treat, and difnifiing 
me, | went onboard the Yatchr. 

I met Colonel! M-—-y and feveral land offt- 
cers who were going to England 1m the fame 
Viflel. They asked af I had a Pafs, and I 
fhewed it them, bur the Captain of the Yatcht, 
whofe furly Temper and Hebdsioutl and turn- 
ing fevera) poor People a Shore who could not 
pay their Paffage, gave mea Dz ftafte, coming 
tome in a gruff Manner, faid 1)——ye where's 
your Pafs ? [ antwered him in as rough a Scyle, 
and refufed to Ice him fee it. On thts, he 
threatened to fend me beck, and IL threatened 
to beat him, which was no {mall Diverfion to 
the Otficers, whoegg’d me on to box him, but 
the Captain had more Wit. When we arrived 
atChefter, I fhewed him my Pafé, and, at the 
fame time told him, I would acquaint his Ma- 
jefty that he ftole Milliners Apprentices and made 
a Bawdy Houfe of the King’s Vetlel, which was 
true enough. 

I lived three Years in Chefter, and then re- 
turned to Chelfea, ubere | have remain.d eves 
fince without any thing happening worth Notice. 
T got my Husband into the College, where he 1s 
aSerjcant, and have been hitherto fubfifted by 
the Benevolence of the Quality and Gentry of 
the Court, whether L go twice a Week, bue the
